At the first sitting of its 12th session, the Execu- 
tive Committee shall elect the Chairman and two 
Vice-Chairmen of the current session. 


The Bureau of the 12th Executive Committee Ses- 
sion shall be made up of the Chairman of session, 
the Secretary General of the A.A.P.S.O. and mem- 
bers of the Permanent Secretariat. 


{gach delegation to the Executive Committee shall 
have one vote. 


The Credentials Committee shall consist of the 
Bureau of the Executive Committee. It shall have 
the right to ascertain the authenticity of the re- 
presentation of each member, in accordance with 
the list of invitation. 


At the first sittiug of its 12th Session, the Exe- 
cutive Committee shall elect from among its mem- 
bers a drafting committee for the General Declara- 
tion.

It is in general mark= 
ed by the invincible advancement in all spheres of popular 
forces as well as the forces of liberation, and by closer 
ponds and more intimate ties in their ranks, at a time when 
imperialist forces, and those in collusion with them, fight- 
ing in desperate fierceness, are sustaining an inevitable 
and irreversible defeat. 


1. ASIA 


Indochina 


The peoples of this area have scored a historic and 
glorious victory which wiil no doubt have far-reaching 
effects in the forthcoming stage of the struggle of our 
people. 


Vietnam : 


Throughout the past 18 years, the millions of heroic 
Vietnamese people standing as one man have been highly 
bringing into full play their revolutionary heroism, offer- 
ing immense sacrifices and overcoming countless hardships 
to carry out their unceasing, persevering and firm strug- 
gle against the U.S. imperialists’ aggression — the fiercest 
and cruelest war since the Second World War. The South 
Vietnamese people and the People’s Liberation Armed 
Forces under the clearsighted and wise leadership of the 
National Front for Liberation and the Provisional Revo- 
lutionary Government of the Republic of South Vietnam, 
and driven by their extraordinary brave spirit and crea- 
tive struggle have repeatedly foiled all military strategies 
and tactics and inflicted defeat on different kinds of mili- 
tary units and sophisticated weapons of the U.S. imperial- 
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ists, satellite countries and their agents. The South Viet- 
nam Popular Liberation Forces and the People’s Revolu- 
tion in South Vietnam have since March 1972 — date of 
the last upsurge in their resistange against the U.S. war 
of aggression — successfully won many great victories 
which completely turned the balance of power in favour 
of the liberation forces and people of South Vietnam. The 
peopie in North Vietnam have twice foiled the war of 
destruction launched by U.S. air and naval forces, smash- 
ing the so-called «supremacy.» of the U.S. air forces. The 
resounding victory scored by the army and people of 
North Vietnam in the late days of 1972 frustrated the 
strategic strike launched by U.S. air force with B-52 
strategic bombers, considered as a trump card by the 
U.S. imperialists. But this victory was another Dien Bien 
Phu in the Vietnamese air space. 


The heavy and repeated setbacks sustained by the 
U.S. forced them to negotiate with the Vietnamese people. 
After five years of hard and tense negotiations, the 
«Agreement on ending the war and restoring peace in 
Vietnam» has been signed on January 27, 1973 in Paris. 


As provided for in the Agreement, the United States 
from now on has undertaken to respect the independence, 
sovereignty, unity and territorial integrity of Vietnam. 
The U.S. is compelled to completely end its war of ag- 
gression in Vietnam, withdraw all its troops and those of 
its satellites, all U.S. advisors and military personnel from 
south Vietnam and dismantle all U.S. military bases in 
south Vietnam. The U.S. has undertaken to end its. mili- 
tary involvement and its intervention in the internal af- 
fairs of South Vietnam. The United States has undertaken 
to respect the right of self-determination and democratic 
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liberties of the South Vietnamese people. The United 
States has recognised as established facts in South Viet- 
nam, the presence of the Revolutionary Provisional Gov- 
ernment of the Republic of South Vietnam, the Libera- 
tion Armed Forces and the liberated areas controlled and 
managed by the Provisional Revolutionary Government of 
the Republic of South Vietnam. 


This is in fact the greatest and most brilliant victory 
of the entire Vietnamese people, as well as of the South 
Vietnamese people who have waged a protracted, hard and. 
glorious popular war. It is also the victory of the three 
Indochinese peoples, united in the struggle against the 
common enemy, the U.S. imperialists. It is furthermore 
the most brilliant victory in the struggle for national 
liberation, the fiercest struggle in the history of national 
liberation in the world. It is also a victory of historic 
significance for the socialist countries, the independence 
and-freedom loving nations and the justice-and-peace lov- 
ing peoples including the American people who have shown 
full sympathy and active support to the heroic Vietna- 
mese people’s just struggle. 


This victory is ushering a new period and new situa- 
tion, very favourable for the Vietnamese people to march 
forward, to win new victories, to safeguard lasting peace, 
complete the national democratic revolution across the 
country and proceed to the peaceful reunification of their 
country. 


The South Vitnamese people under the leadership of 
the National Front for Liberation and the Previsional Re- 
volutionary Government of the Republic of South Vietnam 
— the only authentic representative of the South Viet- 
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namese people — still has to overcome many difficulties 
and abstacies to reach their goal because the militarist 
and fascist forces, instrument of neo-colonialism, have not 
yet given up their manoeuvres to undermine peace and 
check the South Vietnamese people advance on the road 
of independence and freedom. Therefore the South Viet- 
namese people in the spirit of national concord must love 
each other, strive to maintain peace, struggle for the full 
implementation of the Paris Agreement on Vietnam, ma- 
terialise democratic liberties, improve the people’s living 
conditions, stabilize the situation as a step towards hold- 
Ing general elections and building a peaceful, independent, 
democratic and prosperous South Vietnam. 


We are confident that guided by the correct line of 
the National Front for Liberation and the Provisional Re- 
volutionary Government, with the militant solidarity and 
the spirit of national concord, the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple will score many successes in the new period. 


We fully suppert the January 28, 1973 appeals 
jaunched by each of the Central Committee of the Vietnam 
Workers’ Party and the Government of the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam, and of the Central Committee of 
the National Front for Liberation and the Provisional Re- 
volutionary Government of the Republic of South Vietnam 
calling on the people in both zones North and South, to 
strengthen solidarity, do their best to consolidate the 
fresh-won victories, maintain lasting peace, push ahead 
the construction of socialism in the North, achieve na- 
tional democratic revolution in the South and proceed 
towards the peaceful reunification of the country. We 
demand that the United States and the Saigon adminis- 
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tration strictly implement all provisions of the Paris 
Agreement on Vietnam. We also demand that the Saigon 
administration respond to the legitimate claims of the 
yarious strata of the people in South Vietnam, materialise 
the democratic liberties provided for in the Agreement, 
seriously negotiate with the Republic of South Vietnam 
provisional Revolutionary Government for setting up the 
national reconciliation and concord council which equally 
represents the three parties at various levels with a view 
to holding genuinely free and democratic general elections 
in a bid to let the South Vietnamese people decide them- 
selves their political future without foreign interference. 
By realising these demands the South Vietnamese people 
will be able to ensure independence, democracy and solid 


peace. 


We have always strongly, and unceasingly supported 
the just and heroic struggle of the Vietnamese people. 
Once again, we reaffirm that we will continue to give 
further moral and material support to the Vietnamese 
people in their struggle for bringing to a head their in- 
dependent and democratic cause as well as peaceful re- 
construction of their country. 


Laos ; 


Under the clearsighted leadership of the Lao Patriotic 
Front, the Lao People’s Liberation Armed Forces and 
people have continuously fought and won many glorious 
victories. From 1972 up to now, in particular, the Lao 
patriotic forces have developed tremendously and occupied 
victorious positions on all battlefields. 


The liberated areas controlled by the Lao Patriotic 
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Front and the neutral forces at present cover four fifths 
of the Lao territory with half the population of the whole 
country. Despite the repeated attacks launched by the 
enemy air forces, the Lao liberated areas have stood firmly 
in production and fighting, the people’s living conditions 
have ceaselessly improved and the revolutionary power 
has been consolidated at all levels. 


Having sustained disastrous setbacks, the U.S. im- 
perialists and their extremist henchmen still remain ob- 
durate and are intensifying the war of aggression in Laos. 
The U.S. and its agents have sent more regular Thai for- 
ces into Laos. Together with the Thai forces, the Vang Pao 
«special forces» directly commanded and trained by the 
U.S., and the Vientiane puppet army have continued to 
launch their nibbling attacks against the liberated areas. 
To support the operations of the Vientiane puppet army, 
the U.S. imperialists have mustered a big’ air force includ- 
ing B-52 strategic bombers to barbarously bomb and shell 
the Lao liberated areas, thus committing countless crimes 
against the Lao people. But the more the U.S. imperialists 
intensify their war of aggression in Laos, the heavier the 
failures they will sustain. 


The intervention and aggression of U.S. imperialists 
is the grass-root cause of the Lao people’s sufferings and 
pains. It is also the cause of the present serious situation 
in Laos. Now, the Agreement on ending the war and res- 
toring peace in Vietnam was signed, but in Laos the U.S. 
still intensifies its bombings and shellings, while the pup- 
pet forces continue to launch nibbling attacks against the 
Lao liberated areas. 


We demand that the US. stop its war of aggression 
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in Laos, terminate its bombings and all other military ac- 
tivities as well as its military involvement in Laos, with- 
draw all military personnel of the U.S. and its satellites 
and the Thai regulars and irregulars along with U.S. 
weapons and war materials from Laos, that all military 
and para-military organisations of the U.S. and Thailand 
pe liquidated, the special forces organised, fostered and 
commanded by the U.S. be dissolved, and all military in- 
stallations of the U.S. and Thailand in Laos be dismantled. 
The U.S. must stop using its military bases and all Ame- 
rican forces on the Thai territory and Thai troops must 
stop intervening in and invading Laos. The U.S. must 
pear full responsibility for all the damages caused by the 
war of aggression in Laos over many year's past. 


We demand that U.S. imperialists respect the inde- 
pendence, sovereignty and territorial integrity of Laos, 
allow the Lao people themselves to settle their internal 
affairs on the basis of the five-point solution set forth by 
the Lao Patriotic Front, and in conformity with 1962 
Geneva Agreement on Laos and the actual situation pre- 
vailing in Laos. We urge the Vientiane administration, to 
seriously enter into peace negotiations in Vientiane, on 
the basis of the five-point solution put forth by the Lao 
Patriotic Front, seriously respond to the October 17th, 
1972 declaration of the Lao Patriotic Front on the forma- 
tion of a Political Consultative Council and a new Pro- 
visional Coalition Government, pending a free, democratic 
general election to the national assembly and form a Na- 
tional Union Government, in order to restore peace and 
realise national concord in Laos as soon as possible. 


We are confident that the Lao people under the clear- 
sighted leadership of the Lao Patriotic Front will cer- 


tainly win total victory in their struggle against the U.S, 
aggression, for national salvation and for building a peace. 
ful, independent, neutral, democratic and prosperous Laos, 


Cambodia : 


Although an agreement has been signed on the end. 
ing of war in Vietnam, U.S. imperialists are still pursuing 
their aggressive activities in Cambodia by continuing to 
give massive support to the so-called Lon Nol-Sirik 
Maiak-Son Ngoc regime as well as directly intervening 
by extensive bombing. U.S. imperialists are still trying to 
impose their neo-colonialist domination, and to transform 
Cambodia into a U.S. base of aggression at the same time 
annihilating the Cambodian people by genocide. 


The Cambodian people led by the National United 
Front of Cambodia and its Head of State Samdech Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, are continuing their struggle against U.S. 
aggressors and the treacherous puppet regime, enemy of 
the liberation movement, for the sake of real indepen- 
dence, peace, neutrality and freedom in conformity with 
the five points expounded in the March 23, 1970 state. 
ment of the N.U.F.C. shortly after the U.S. invasion of 
Cambodia. 


By far the greater part of the Cambodian territory 
has been liberated and is firmly held by the patriotic for- 
ces under the command of the N.U.F.C. and the Royal 
Government of National Union. It has always been evident 
to Afro-Asian peoples and all other anti-imperialist forces 
in the world that the clique of anti-national, corrupt and 
fascist traitors backed by the U.S. aggressors do not in 
any way represent the Cambodian people. As has always 
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peen the case, the Afro-Asian peoples Solidarity Organi- 
sation stands firmly by the Cambodian people led by the 
N.U.F.C. in their struggle until complete victory is achiev- 
ed and until the U.S. imperialists are compelled to with- 
draw from Cambodia completely and put an end to all 
their hostile acts against the people of Cambodia. 
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Outside Indochina, the Indian sub-continent, in gen- 
eral was the scene of major political developments in Asia. 
India, : 

The elections in India further marked the victory of 
progressive democratic forces and the sweep of popular 
forces towards basic economic reforms and social justice 
as well as the defeat of the rightist and communal reac- 
tionary forces at home. Both before and after the elec- 
tions cooperation between progressive forces both within 
the ruling party as well as outside increased and the 
struggle for economic independence and against foreign 
monopoly concerns gained further momentum. New steps 
were taken against foreign oil companies, among others. 


Strong opposition to the continued U.S. aggression 
in Indo-China, opposition to the U.S. Seventh Fleet’s ope- 
ration in the Indian Ocean area, stress on economic self- 
reliance and independence from so-called “Aid’’ from the 
imperialist countries, specially the USA, were the features 
of Indian policies during this period. 


The signing of the Simla Agreement between India 
and Pakistan was a historic development that stressed the 
need to end the long confrontation between the two coun- 
tries and to settle all their problems through peaceful 
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means and only through bilateral discussions. Ever since 
independence, 25 years ago, imperialist and neo-colonialist 
powers have sought to embroil India and Pakistan in se. 
veral conflicts and confrontations never allowing the two 
countries to live in peace. 


The subsequent accord reached recently between the 
two countries on a line of demarcation over disputed ter- 
ritory and the mutual withdrawal of troops and return of 
occupied territories in implementation of the Simla Agree- 
ment, inspite of all the delay, is a mark of the success 
of the historic agreement and that a new beginning has 
been made. 


Pakistan : 

Democratic and anti-imperialist forces have advanc- 
ed in Pakistan also. Formal withdrawal from the SEATO, 
opening of diplomatic relations with the Democratic Re- 
public of Vietnam and the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea, and other manifestations mark the new trend in 
Pakistan’s policies. With consensus on the new constitu- 
tion of Pakistan, the Pakistani President’s call for the 
recognition of the new realities in the sub-continent and 
other moves towards normalization, it can be hoped that 
the remaining outstanding problems between the countries 
of the sub-continent would soon be resolved peacefully and 
an era of peace, good neighbourliness and cooperation will 
open up bringing the full weight of the multi-million 
strong peoples of the three countries to play a still greater 
role in the common struggle against imperialism and neo- 
colonialism. 


Bangladesh : 
As the Fifth Conference resolution had pointed out, the 
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emergence of Bangladesh was a great victory of the peo- 
ples against oppression and for self-determination and re- 
presented a decisive strengthening of anti-imperialist for- 
ces. Inspite of all the tragic sufferings and the total break- 
down of the economy, the government of Bangladesh was 
soon able to normalise the situation with popular coopera- 
tion at home and adequate international assistance from 
friendly countries. By reiterating its opposition to any 
imperialist military alliance and its support for a policy 
of peace and anti-imperialism, Bangladesh reaffirms the 
setback of imperialism in the region. 


In accordance with the decision of the Fifth Confer- 
ence, the Permanent Secretariat sent a delegation to Dacca 
in March 1972 to study the question of AAPSO member- 
ship for the Afro-Asian Solidarity Committee in Bangla- 
desh. On the basis of the delegation’s report as well as 
after consulting all member organisations, full membership 
was accorded to the Bangladesh Committee. 


The convocation of the Constituent Assembly in Ban- 
gladesh, the completion of the work of drafting a democ- 
ratic constitution, adopting it and going ahead with the 
holding of elections all within a year was also a very cre- 
ditable achievement of the government and the political 
forces in the country. 


Just as the advent of independence in the Indian sub- 
continent had set in motion the wave of anti-cclonial revo- 
lutions in the whole of Asia after the Second World War, 
it is our conviction that these new developments in the 
year of the 25th anniversary of independence are bound 
to contribute profoundly towards strengthening the world 
anti-imperialist forces. 
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Feace and Solidarity Conference in Calcutta : 


The All-India Peace and Solidarity Conference helq 
in Calcutta in September 1972 demonstrated both a mas. 
sive popular mobilisation as well as the coming together 
of all anti-imperialist forces in the country from diverse 
political parties, classes and sections for a common strug- 
gle against the forces of imperialism and neo-colonialism, 
The Conference was also attended by fraternal delegations 
from many countries including Vietnam, Bangladesh and 
the Socialist countries and from the World Peace Council 
and the AAPSO. The Conference marked a new stage in 
the development of an anti-imperialist national united 
front in India. 


Korea : 


Owing to the occupation of South Korea by U.S. im- 
perialists, the Korea people are torn apart in the north 
and south and have been undergoing a great national 
tragedy for the past 28 years. 


The DPRK Government consistently maintained that 
the Korean reunification must be realised by the Korean 
people themselves on democratic principles without any 
interference of outside forces after withdrawing all for- 
eign troops from South Korea. 


In particular, the respected and beloved Leader of 
the Korean people President Kim Il Sung, fin his speech 
of August 6, 1971 and on many other occasions proposed 
to establish broad and many sided contacts and negotia- 
tions between the north and south for hastening the coun- 
try’s independent and peaceful reunification. 
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As a result the north-south joint statement with the 
3 principles of independence, peaceful~ reunification and: 
great national unity set forth by President Kim Il Sung 
was published on July 4, last year, and an agreement was 
reached on realising collaboration in all fields between 
north and south. In addition the north-south Coordination 
Committee, or — the permanent joint organisation — was 
formed and the Red Cross talks also proceeded success- 
fully. 


All this constitutes a great advance by the Korean 
people in their struggle for realising the country’s inde- 
pendent and peaceful reunification and the wonderful fruit 
of the Juche-criented line of the country’s reunification 
consistently maintained by the Government of the Re- 
public. 


U.S. imperialists even after the publication of the 
north-south joint statement are fugther reinforcing their 
aggressive troops instead of withdrawing from South 
Korea, and are stepping up war preparations in South 
Korea on the grounds that they would «continue to execute 
their defence commitment in South Korea» push forward 
with the plan for modernizing the South Korean army. 


Under the influence of U.S. imperialists the South 
Korean authorities even after they agreed to the prin- 
ciples of independent peaceful reunification are not only 
asking the U.S. forces to occupy South Korea only but are 
also opposing the unity and collaboration between the 
north and the south as advocated by the Government of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, alleging that 
they should reinforce their military power and «build up 
strength» to get superiority in the «confrontation with 
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dialogue» and «competition with dialogue» with the 
north. 

The South Korea authorities have declared the «ex- 
traordinary martial law» on top of the «state of emer- 
gency» and they are suppressing and murdering in a 
fascist way prominent progressive personalities and pa- 
triotic peoples who call for social democracy and the 
peaceful reunification of the country, stamping out de- 
mocracy and freedom. 


The Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation re- 
solutely condemns and strongly denounces the unwarrant- 
éd interference of U.S. imperialists in the internal affairs 
of and brutal aggressive manoeuvres in Korea. 


The U.S. impevialists must at once stop their inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of Korea and get out of 
South Korea withcut delay taking along with them all 
their aggressive troops and lethal weapons. 


The United Nations must take the cap of «U.N. for- 
ces» off the U.S. aggressor army occupying South Korea 
and force them to withdraw from South Korea and dis- 
solve the «U.N. Commission for the Unification and Re- 
habilitation of Korea» — the aggressive tool of U.S. im- 
perialism — and revoke all the unjust «resolutions» on 
Korea. 


We strongly hold that the South Korean authorities 
must follow the way to unity and reunification, rather 
than the way to confrontation and division backed by out- 
side forces and honestly implement the points agreed upon 
in the north-south joint statement in which they made a 
solemn pledge before the Korean people and world public 
opinion.

I appeal to the progressive peoples the world over 
and all member organisations to extend more effective 
and positive support to and solidarity with the Korean 
people’s struggle for the independent and peaceful reuni- 
fication of their country. 


Japan : 

The popular mass movements against the U.S. mili- 
tary bases, against the U.S. Japan military treaties, as 
well as the continued U.S. aggression in Indochina attain- 
ed new heights in Japan. This popular opposition to the 
policies of cooperation with U.S. imperialism was also re- 
flected in the last Japanese elections in which the pro- 
gressive anti-imperialist forces won new victories and ac- 
quired significant strength. 


Sri-Lanka ; 


The progressive tide pursues its advance, while the 
revolutionary gains realized by the people through their 
victory against the forces of rebellion and subversion are 
continuously being consolidated. 
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This struggle of the people against imperialism and 
aggression for economic independence and better living 
standards for the peoples was reflected in all countries of 
Asia in different forins. Together with the decisive historic 
victories of the Indochinese peoples, this has led to a new 
shift in the balance of power in Asia in favour of the 
peoples forces and against imperialism. This was in return 
reflected in the greater unity and more solid front that 
Afro-Asian and Latin American countries have been able 
to present vis-a-vis imperialism on so many different

issues during 1972. The united front of the third world 
countries presented at the U.N. Conference on Trade and 
Development in Santiago in March-April, and the radical 
decisions that the Foreign Ministers Conference of Non- 
aligned countries took in Georgetown in August reflect 
this new level in the Afro-Asian peoples confrontation 
against imperialism. This fundamental change in the bal- 
ance of power in Asia is to be seen not only within the 
Asian countries themselves but even in such countries as 
Australia and New Zealand where recent elections have 
removed from power pro-U.S. parties who had involved 
these two countries in all the military aggressive adven- 
tures of the USA for over a decade. 


The new governments in Australia and New Zealand 
have declared their dissociation from the U.S. aggression 
against Indochina and that they would move towards 
closer economic and other relations with the countries of 
Asia on realistic bases. 


This wide change in the balance of power in favour 
of the peoples, was affirmed by the mounting wave of pro- 
test against aggressive military bases and the U.S. im- 
perialist influence in Greece. This change was also reaf- 
firmed by the great victory scored by Archbishop 
Makarios in Cyprus and his re-election as President of the 
small valiant island whose people adamantly stand in the 
face of strong pressures aimed at involving them in the 
circle of imperialist aggressive schemes. 


Collective Security in Asia : 


The continent of Asia has been the scene of the most 
intense conflicts, wars and aggressions ever since the Se- 
cond World War. 
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These conflicts took place first and foremost by rea- 
son of the imperialists’ reluctance to abandon their rule 
or their recourse to new forms of intervention. Neo- 
colonialism and militarism, establishment of imperialist 
military bases and embroiling formally independent states 
jn imperialist military pacts have been the imperialists’ 
method of undermining the independence of the countries 
of Asia and to make one Asian state fight another. 


It is worth noting that the U.S. aggression in Viet- 
nam began by invoking the SEATO pact. 


It was in the early fifties that the military alliances 
ANZUS, SEATO, CENTO, etc., were created under the 
U.S. aegis. The USA also concluded other bilateral mili- 
tary agreements with a number of Asian countries. 


These aggressive imperialist policies have. all 
along been opposed by the majority of newly-independent 
states. As early as the historic Bandung Conference in 
1955 the Afro-Asian countries had countered this imperial- 
ist policy by a policy seeking to consolidate all peace-loving 
forces, by the concept of a collective defence of peace. 
The ten Bandung principles have remained the bases of 
Afro-Asian solidarity, of refraining from acts or threats 
of aggression, of mutual respect for sovereignty, and 
peaceful cooperation. 


But unfortunately continued disunity among the 
Asian countries not only because of differences in their 
social systems but also differences in foreign policies have 
prevented effective resistance to imperialist interventions. 
Imperialism and neo-colonialism have made no secret of 
their far-reaching plans in Asia considering it as an end- 
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less source of industrial and agricultural raw materials 
and a particularly advantageous region for investing capi- 
tal and as a supplier of cheap labour. 


In practice, this means a wide-scale plan to en. 
slave Asia once again ; this time not by means of the old 
colonial empires, but by the US neo-colonialists. 


Under these conditions the only real alternative to 
military blocs and groupings and imperialist attempts at 
setting Asian peoples at loggerheads and dividing Asia, 
would be a system of collective security that would ensure 
peace and cooperation and would unite all the indepen- 
dent states of the region together. Naturally this calls for 
the combined efforts of all independent Asian states who 
are really interested in bringing about lasting peace in the 
continent. But we feel that the efforts of governments 
alone, no matter how important they are in themselves, 
are still insufficient in this respect. A great responsibility 
falls on pcpular circles and political movements for effec- 
tive use of the new possibilities to strengthen peace, se- 
curity and cooperation. 


A very big headway was made in Europe last year 
where a start has already been made towards a change 
from tension and confrontation to scientific cooperation 
between states of different social systems. There is reason 
to believe that these multiform political, economic, scien- 
tific and cultural contacts are able to hold out the pros- 
pect of becoming a genuine basis for peaceful relation- 
ships on a continent which was the source of two world 
wars. In Asia, the historic victory of the heroic Vietna- 
mese people against the most protracted and fiercest im- 
perialist aggression has made a decisive change in the 
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palance of power in the region opening up new favourable 
prospects for the forces of peace and progress in their 
struggle for further detente in international tension, for 
strengthening peace, security and cooperation. 


Opposition to military blocs and to imperialist mili- 
tary presence in Asia and the Indian Ocean have been 
voiced by many countries, and the ideas of an Asian col- 
lective security system have been supported by them on 
many occasions whether at bilateral talks or at interna- 
tional conferences. 


It is well realized that the imperialist and neo-colo- 
nialist enemies of national independence have always 
sought to exploit for their own selfish purpeses the va- 
rious contradictions inherited by the Asian countries from 
the colonialist past. Today more and more political circles 
in different countries in Asia are beginning to see in the 
concept of collective security in Asia an effective means 
to resist imperialist plans, to increase military intervention 
on the grounds of filling the vacuum and to dominate the 
area by exploiting their differences. 


It is becoming more and more evident that what is 
required in the face of the renewed imperialist offensive 
is the struggle for closer unity and collaboration between 
all progressive and democratic forces and the national 
liberation movements in the Asian continent both within 
each individual country as well as on the regional level. 
Such a struggle both at the level of popular movements 
and on an inter-governmental basis is a necessary pre- 
condition for the realization of an Asian collective se- 
curity. 
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Defence of independence and sovereignty against the 
ceaseless encroachments of imperialism, strict observance 
of the principle of non-intervention in internal affairs, re. 
nunciation of use of force in relations with each other, 
respect for territorial integrity and inviolability of fron. 
tiers, on these bases the Asian states can lay the corner. 
stones for the building of collective security and peace. 


The Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity movement can 
and must play a significant role in this struggle. The 
AAPSO and its national committees in Asia must take the 
lead in creating a broad public opinion and mobilising the 
masses for the liquidation of imperialist military bases and 
the withdrawal of foreign troops from the territory of 
Asian States and for solving such problems as the liqui- 
dation of regional conflicts and the settlement of border 
disputes thus laying the basis for collective security. 
Visits of delegations, meetings and consultations between 
the solidarity committees and various political forces in 
the region, holding of seminars and conferences and such 
other steps must be undertaken by our movement tn pur- 
suit of this urgent and important task. 


2. THE MIDDLE EAST 


General Situation 


Since our 5th Congress, the general situation in the 
Arab World has been characterised by certain grave and 
important events. This strategic area with its vital posi- 
tion, as a crossroad of international communications, and 
enormous human and material potentialities, abounding in 
natural resources, especially in oil which is considered to 
be the most vital source of energy in our era, and acting 
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as a centre of radiation and influence by virtue of the 
great role it played in the struggle of the peoples against 
imperialism and colonialism, has kept raising the appetite 
of the imperialist powers, particularly the United States 
of America. 

It has been confirmed beyond any doubt that the 
Arab land contains the largest oil resources in the world. 
Europe and Japan have come to rely for their basic sup- 
plies on Arab oil and so has the United States which is 
pecoming increasingly dependent on Arab oil, proved to be 
the richest in quality and the easiest and cheapest to pro- 
cess. The United States makes from this industry, in. 
which it employs enormous investments, exhorbitant pro- 
fits ; this makes the U.S. all the more keen on dominat- 
ing the Arab countries and peoples as long as possible, 
in a direct manner, or through its agents and tools with 
Israel at the forefront. 


The U.S. imperialist circles chalked out their policy 
in such a way as to agree with the policy of the racist 
Zionist movement and its instrument, Israel. Further, 
they continued to supply Israel in an uninterrupted man- 
ner with all kinds of support, including the most up- 
to-date jet fighters and sophisticated weaponry, and pro- 
viding it with huge financial assistance and unprecedent- 
ed political backing which brought the U.S. to exercise 
more than ever its U.N. veto right in the Security Coun- 
cil, to protect Israel against repeated condemnation evok- 
ed by the latter’s constant attacks on Lebanese and 
Syrian towns, these attacks which have claimed a heavy 
toll among the civilian population. During these aggres- 
sions, however, the Syrian Army has demonstrated a 
great deal of valour in repelling the aggressor troops. 
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Naturally, the imperialists, with the U.S. policy- 
makers at the forefront, aim to strike at the Arab Libe- 
ration Movement and to control the Arab masses and 
bring them to give in to the U.S. conspiratorial schemes 
of which the June 5, 1967, aggression makes one link. 


However, the Arab masses, led by their progressive 
forces, have waged a courageous and relentless struggle 
in defence of Arab land and freedom and the progressive 
gains they have achieved. 


Egypt : 


Egypt was able to hold out against all imperialist 
conspiracies. It embarked on rebuilding its armed forces. 
In this respect, Egypt shoulders a heavy brunt which 
continuously involves enormous expenditure that was sup- 
posed to be devoted to the consolidation of the basis of 
the industrial revolution, and the achievement of socialist 
transformations and acceleration of social and economic 
development and progress in Egypt. This country has con- 
sistently played its historical role pending the opportune 
moment to regain the occupied Arab territory, and hav- 
sng exhausted all possibilities for just peace, contingent 
on Israeli withdrawal from all territories occupied in the 
June 1967 war, and respect of all the rights of the Pales- 
tinian Arab people. 


Egypt’s acceptance of all peace initiatives starting 
with the Security Council Resolution No. 242, and its posi- 
tive reply to Dr. Jarring’s memorandum and its favourable 
response to the O.A.U. Committee of Elders was met with 
total arrogance on the part of Israel. This frustrated all 
peace prospects and placed the Middle East on the brink 
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of war, a matter which threatens peace in the area and 
is likely to have much wider repercussions beyond its boun- 
daries. 


In the meantime, Egypt, against all hardships and 
sacrifices has fulfilled its obligation in extending every 
possible help to the Arab Liberation Movement. Further, 
it stood by the side of the African struggle and continued 
to realise its message, namely consolidation of the prin- 
ciples of Afro-Asian solidarity and non-alignment which 
is opposed to imperialism and colonialism. 


No doubt that the liberation of the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories remains to be the sacred duty to which the Egyp- 
tian people have devoted all their efforts, and which they 
fully determined to uphold, by all possible ways and 
means. 


The world was unanimous in condemning Israel’s 
policy. This was represented in daily declarations by world 
leaders who denounced the Israeli aggression and called 
for the withdrawal of aggressor troops from the occupied 
Arab territories. This was also most evident in the U.N. 
General Assembly resolution adopted at its last session, 
in 1972, and confirmed in the position of the African coun- 
tries which severed diplomatic relations with Israel, in 
order to demonstrate the strongest links of solidarity with 
the Arab peoples, and in the recent decision adopted by 
the O.A.U. Ministeria! Council held early this month. 


Iraq : 


Iraq, faced with conspiracies of the Iraq Petroleum 
Company (I.P.C.) aided and abetted by world monopolies, 
which for so long continued to exploit the economic and 
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political potentialities of this country, by increasing and 
decreasing its oil production in a way that best served its 
interests, put an end to this continuing plundering of a 
fundamental source of national income by nationalizing 
the Iraq Petroleum Company’s operations and restoring 
the Iraqi People’s control over their resources. In this 
spirit, Syria nationalised Iraq Petroleum Company’s assets 
in ats territory. 


The Afro-Asian Peoples Solidarity Organisation, in 
support of this glorious step by Iraq which had a far- 
reaching effect on all Arab countries, participated in an 
international conference held in support of Iraq in Bagh- 
dad, in August 1972. Further, it co-sponsored with the 
World Peace Council and the Iraqi Council for Peace and 
Solidarity an expert seminar on the role of oil as a weapon 
against imperialism, held in Baghdad, in November 1972, 
and widely attended by a large number of Arab and inter- 
national scientists and experts on oil. This Seminar issued 
a number of studies and research-papers which were ex- 
tremely important for all oil-exporting countries. 


Iraq was supported in this step by all Arab progres- 
sive regimes. Algeria, Libya, Egypt and other Arab coun- 
tries extended their assistance, and this remarkable step 
deepened the Iraqi people’s struggle against colonialism, 
and cemented its national front which is considered the 
corner-stone in all victories achieved by Iraq over the 
forces of imperialism and their agents. 


Syria : 


In Syria, the Arab people of Syria are facing escalat- 
ed, fierce Israeli attacks which seek to terrorize and liqui- 
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date the Palestinian militants and the Syrian progressive 
forces of liberation. However, the Syrian people under the 
leadership of the Arab Baath Socialist Party are carry- 
ing on their valiant struggle to strengthen the socialist 
transformations they have achieved, defend the Arab 
cause and promote pan-Arab unity. Together with the 
other forces of the Arab Liberation Movement and in co- 
ordination with the global struggle against imperialism, 
they were able to foil imperialist conspiracies directed 
against Syria and the other progressive regimes. 


The Confederation of Arab Republics : 


The Confederation of Arab Republics is gaining mo- 
mentum, as it mainly aims to repel the imperialist Israeli 
attacks and enhance the defensive capability of the Arab 
people in face of the Israeli imperialist aggression. The 
impending Egyptian-Libyan Merger will certainly promote 
the struggle of the people of Egypt and Libya against this 
aggression. 


Faced with the Arab Liberation Movement, reaction 
in this part of the world has been playing its role as set 
by imperialism. The reactionary regime in Jordan con- 
tinues to conspire against the Palestinian Arab people 
and their armed revolution. Thousands of honest Jorda- 
nians and Palestinians are thrown into jails and are being 
tortured and-militants are put to death without standing 
fair trials. 

The reactionary regimes in the area carry on their 
conspiracies against the people of the Arab Gulf, and the 
U.S. offers military aid to hit at the Arab Liberation 
Movement represented by the National Front for the Libe- 
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ration of Oman and the Arab Gulf. Their conspiracies ex- 
tended to the People’s Democratic Republic of Yemen 
which is engaged in a valiant struggle for the establish- 
ment of socialism, realisation of a better standard of liv- 
ing for its people, liquidation of the legacy of backward- 
ness left over by colonialism, striving to bring about unity 
of the people in North and South Yemen. 


Morocco : 


In Morocco, repressions and oppression are escalated 
against the progressive and national organisations. Scores 
of nationalists are put to death after summary trials de- 
void of elementary justice. The situation was further wor- 
sened with the emergence of the new method of physical 
liquidation of all honest militants, by means of explosive 
parcels. 


The Permanent Secretariat which has consistently 
supported the progressive Moroccan forces with the Na- 
tional Union of Popular Forces in the forefront, deeply 
believes that the situation could only be settled in Morocco 
after meeting the conditions put forth by the popular 
forces, and responding tc their just claims based on de- 
mocracy and respect of freedoms and civil rights, and 
halting all terrorist police-like methods and liquidating 
foreign military bases in Morocco. 

Arab Liberation Movement : 

In its just and honourable struggle against imperial- 
ism and Zionism, the Arab Liberation Movement which 1s 
part and parcel of the global anti-imperialist movement 
does not stand alone in the battlefield. It is being sup- 
ported by all sincere progressive forces in the world, at 
the vanguard of which stand the Socialist countries and 
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the Soviet Union in the forefront, who exterds all kinds 
of disinterested aid as reflected in friendship treaties con- 
cluded with the Arab Republic of Egypt and the Republic 
of Iraq. 

Palestine : 

The last period was characterised by intensive im- 
perialist Zionist onslaught on the people of Palestine. 
Declarations by the Israeli and White House leaders re- 
curred to deny even the right of survival for this people, 
not for anything they did, but simply because they con- 
stituted the constant reminder of the crime perpetrated 
by imperialism, together with the Zionist movement. Mrs. 
Golda Meir went as far as to consider the presence of 
Palestinian revolutionaries anywhere, as provocation 
against her and her government. Naturally, underlying 
these declarations exist these heinuous schemes seeking 
to liquidate the Palestinian people and eliminate their 
entity. 

Israel carried out further arrests among the youth, 
old people, and women in all parts of occupied Palestine. 
The Israeli Police Director admitted the fact of having 
over 16,000 internees in several Israeli prisons which are 
the scene of various methods of suppression, repression 
and torture. 


Israel carried on its policy of destruction, whereby 
it demolished hundreds of villages and thousands of homes, 
and practised mass deportations as it evicted hundreds 
of thousands of people from their houses in the Gaza 
Strip to take shelter in Sinai, in the most hard and un- 
hospitable living conditions. 


The Israeli armed forces take part in the execution 
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of these sinister schemes directed at the Palestinian people. 
Israeli fighter bombers carry out daily raids on refugee 
camps and places of concentration which cause many of 
these refugees to lose their life or receive serious wounds. 
Moreover, in total disrespect for the sovereignty of many 
countries, and disregard of international law and norms, 
the Israeli intelligence service, at the directives of its gov- 
ernment, murdered in Beirut the militant writer, Ghassan 
Kanafany, Wa’el Zeiter in Rome, Mahmoud el Hamshary 
in Paris, and Hussein Abou el Kheir in Cyprus. 


These Israeli fascist actions evoked a feeling of re- 
pugnance on the part of world public opinion, and the ter- 
roristic scheme planned and executed by Israel in Europe, 
whereby it tried to stigmatise the Palestinian Revolution, 
was unmasked, thus leading to further Israeli isolation 
and condemnation. The effect of this isolation which 
Israel is increasingly suffering is mostly evidenced in the 
establishment of diplomatic relations with the puppet 
regimes of Cambodia and Saigon, at the time when the 
revolutionaries of Indo-China are scoring their greatest 
victories over the strongest forces of oppression in our 
present era. 


In view of its aggressive expansionist policy, and be- 
ing a base of world imperialism in this part of the world, 
Israel suffers from inner dissension and disintegration. 
More than one Israeli official revealed the existence of 
many underground organisations in the occupied terri- 
tories, and no doubt that the one lately discovered was the 
most stunning blow Israel has ever received, for this clan- 
destine organisation included both Arab and progressive 
Jews who were set on fighting Israel, this colonial entity, 
in order to set up a democratic Palestinian State which 
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would ensure equal rights and duties for all, free from 
any ethnic or religious bigotry. 


The Permanent Secretariat of AAPSO has offered on 
all occasions its unqualified support of the Palestinian 
people whose armed Revolution is successfully entering 
jts eighth year. The Secretariat participated in the large 
conference in Beirut of Arab progressive forces involved 
in the Palestinian Revolution, to which several interna- 
tional progressive and democratic forces have contributed. 


The Permanent Secretariat also took part in all pre- 
paratory steps taken for the International Conference 
for Peace and Justice in the Middle East, scheduled for 
Italy, on 11-13 May, 1973, cne of whose committees will 
be devoted to studying the situation of the Palestinians 
in the occupied territories. 


AAPSO Permanent Secretariat reiterates its full sup- 
port of the Palestinian people and Revolution. It declares 
its intention to intensify its action to expose Israeli ter- 
rorism, and condemn all plans seeking to change the phy- 
sical character of the occupied territories, these plans 
which were condemned time and again by world public 
opinion and.all international forums including the General 
Assembly of the United Nations. 


At this meeting of the Executive Committee of our 
Organization, we call upon all our members and all forces 
of solidarity in the world, to stand by the side of the 
Palestinian people at this time when their cause is enter- 
ing its 25th anniversary and when they live their most 
difficult time inside and outside Palestine. 
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3. AFRICA 


General Situation : 


In Africa the period following the 5th Conference 
has been characterised bysincreased world attention to 
African problems as the African peoples further inten. 
sified their unified efforts in confronting the imperialist 
and colonial forces. For the first time in its history a 
meeting of the U.N. Security Council was held outside 
the U.N. Headquarters in Addis Ababa mainly to deal 
with African problems; and the representation from the 
28 African States who participated was of a high level, 
thereby, enhancing the importance of the meeting whilst 
ensuring governmental commitment to the far-reaching 
decisions adopted at the meeting. 


A direct result of the meeting was the sending of a 
delegation from the U.N. Decolonization Committee cn a 
tour of Africa (Conakry, Lusaka, Addis Abaha, Cairo) 
where representatives of the World body were able to ac- 
quaint themselves at first hand with the valiant struggle 
waged by the liberation movement in Africa and witness 
the heroic gains of the people of Guinea Bissau in the face 
of the criminal bombings by the Portuguese colonialists. 


AAPSO takes pride in the fact that it was mainly 
its efforts and those of member organizations which 
mounted mass campaigns in solidarity with the fighting 
peoples of Africa that finally led governments to recognise 
the dangers posed by imperialism to peace and security in 
the African continent and the importance of making con- 
certed efforts to rid Africa of the last pockets of colonial 
and racist domitiation especially in Guinea Bissau, Angola, 
Mozambique, Zimbabwe, Namibia and South Africa. 
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Parallel with the growth of the liberation struggle 
yas a marked upsurge of the struggle against neo-colo- 
nialist forces particularly in the field of economics, inde- 

endence and development. A new wave swept over the 
continent calling for social reforms, liquidation of foreign 
interest, agrarian reforms, development of industry and 
greater participation of the masses of the peoples in state 
organs and the restoration of their political rights. These 
found expression in such instances as the expulsion of 
Israelis in Uganda and severance of diplomatic relations 
with Israel by many African States ; the victories scored 
by the progressive forces in Madagascar led by the AKFM 
our member organisation ; the overthrow of the absolute 
tripartite regime in Dahomey ; the resolute stand of the 
Zambian government in the face of the bicckade and 
blackmail by the illegal Smith Regime. Confronted with 
the determined efforts and evergrowing unity of the anti- 
imperialist forces in Africa as symbolised by the marked 
militancy in the tone and content of the decisions adopted 
by the Rabat O.A.U. Conference and the last Ministerial 
Council meeting in Addis Ababa, the imperialist forces are 
becoming more desperate and are indulging in more ad- 
venturous actions including : 


— Subversion and corruption of government person- 
nel. 

— Exploitation of tribal and religious differences to 
instigate civil wars. 

— Infiltration of their agents in order to destroy 
progressive mass organisations from within. 


— Training and equipping mercenaries for assassina- 
tion and full scale aggression to overthrow pro- 
gressive governments. 
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In this respect we wish to reiterate our readiness to 
hold a regional conference in support of Independent Af. 
rican States facing foreign aggression in any country 
willing to host such a conference in Africa. 


Since our last meeting during the 5th Conference our 
movement has susiained the loss of two of its greatest 
activists in the African continent. Last May we laid at 
rest one of the creators and staunch supporters of our 
movement — Dr. Kwame Nkrumah. 


Last month we were shocked to learn of the criminal 
assassination of our hero and martyr, Secretary-General 
of PAIGC, holder of the AAPSO memorial medal — Amil- 
car Cabral whose dedication and brilliant leadership 
made him the undisputed spokesman of the liberation 
movements at the U.N. rostrum. 


Our Organisation has undertaken wide and varied 
actions for reactivating and strengthening our relations 
with African organisations and governments and this work 
has led to increased contacts and cooperation with various 
bodies like the Organization of African Unity and its Libe- 
ration Committee as well as the national progressive move- 
ments and parties. Thus last year we were able to ar- 
range a visit by two Vietnamese delegations to several 
African countries, a measure which greatly increased the 
support of the African peoples for the struggle of the 
peoples of Vietnam and Indo-China. 


Last March AAPSO participated in the African La- 
bour Ministers’ Conference in Kampala and also the con- 
ference of NUTA (Tanzanian Trade Union Organization) 
last December. We also participated in the Council mect- 
ing of the All African Trade Union Federation (AATUF) 
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hich took place on 17 February in Cairo. This no doubt 
nas served to breaden our front, to get closer contact 
with the working people who are the backbone of our 
national committees. 


Various missions were also undertaken to countries 
like Nigeria, Ghana, Dahomey which proved invaluable in 
nelping to assess the developments of West Africa. Fur- 
ther visits are envisaged for a delegation from the Per- 
manent Secretariat to the militant countries of East and 
West Africa and these will largely contribute towards the 
realisation of our programme of action for 1973. Part of 
this programme will be the stream lining of cur scholar- 
ship programme which in the previous year took off with 
scholarships being offered to several member organiza- 
tions from Palestine, Zimbahwe, Lesotho, Morocco, etc... 


Liberation Movements : 
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The struggle of the peoples still under foreign colonial 
domination and racist oppression still remains the object 
of our greatest concern and consideration : 


(A) Portuguese Colonies 


The struggle of the liberation movements in the Por- 
tuguese colonies has considerably developed in the diplo- 
matic as well as in the military field. In the diplomatic 
field, the U.N. General Assembly in its 27th Session has 
adopted a resolution affirming that the liberation move- 
ments of MPLA in Angola, PAIGC in Guinea-Bissau and 
FRELIMO in Mozambique, are the authentic representa- 
tives of the genuine aspirations for independence of the 
peoples of these territories. 
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The General Assembly has recommended all Stato 
specialized agencies and other competent organs of the 
U.N. to see to it that when dealing with questions per. 
‘taining to these territories, the latter should be repre. 
sented by the liberation movements in question in ap 
appropriate manner and in consultation with-the O.A.U, 


In pursuance of that resolution, the General Confer. 
ence of UNESCO in its 16th Session, has adopted a rego. 
lution gathering together the representatives of the na. 
tional liberation movements particularly those of the Por. 
tuguese colonies. 


The adoption of that resolution by an overwhelming 
majority constitutes a great victory for the national. libe. 
ration movement of Africa. 


In the military field, the African Party for the Inde- 
pendence of Guinea Bissau and Cape Verde, PAIGC, con. 
trols more than three quarters of Guinea Bissau. The 
people of Guinea Bissau are getting ready to proclaim 
their country a sovereign State directed and governed py 
the people of Guinea Bissau under the leadership of 
PAIGC., 


The people of Guinea Bissau continue to build up the 
fundamental structure of an independent and sovereign 
country in the economic, sccial and cultural fields on 
democratic bases, achieving the people’s aspirations. 


In Angola, the MPLA controls 500,000 Km2 (i.e. 1/3) 
of the territory with a population over one million. One 
of the outstanding events is the unity between two militant 
forces, FNLA and MPLA, that was brought about during 
talks in Kinshasa from 11-13, December, 1972. 
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The intensification of the struggle in Mozambique has 
compelled the Portuguese colonialists and their allies to 
augment their military potential. FRELIMO has first 
liberated a quarier of the territory of Mozambique and 
very recently several strategic positions of the enemy 
have been ,attacked mainly in the industrial region of 
Manica and Sofala wherein FRELIMO established a 
new front which constitutes the 4th military front. 


As a result of the Rome Conference in Support of the 
Portuguese Colonies in which AAPSO was _ co-organiser 
various National Solidarity Committees have been formed 
in many parts of the world. Last year the G.D.R. Afro- 
Asian Solidarity Committee also organized a special con- 
ference on the Portuguese colonies. 


(B) Southern Africa : 


The peoples of Zimbabwe, Namibia and South Africa 
have stepped up their struggle for the complete over- 
throw of the white racist minority regimes in Rhodesia 
and South Africa. 

In Namibia following the resolutions of the U.N. 
General Assembly and the findings of the International 
Court of Justice about the illegality of the South African 
occupation of Namibia, the South West African People’s 
Organisation (SWAPO) resolved to intensify its armed 
struggle. 

Last May in Brussels, AAPSO was co-organiser of a 
mammoth conference in support of the struggle of the 
people of Namibia which was attended by 540 participants 
from a variety of widely representative national organiza- 
tions, 32 international organizations and a large number 
of personalities of international renown. 


Since then, news are being received of South African 
soldiers being killed particularly in the area around the 
Caprivi Strip where South Africa maintains its biggeg 
military base not only to counter guerrilla activities, byt 
also to attack the neighbouring African independent 
states. Meanwhile, the masses of the people continue iy 
show their rejection for the apartheid system imposed by 
the South African government in Namibia. There is no 
doubt that the attempts to create Bantustans as autono. 
mous territories within Namibia have been rejected by the 
people. 


In Zimbabwe the people over-whelmingly and unam. 
biguously rejected the Anglo-Rhodesian manoeuvre to per. 
petuate the subjugation of four and a half million Afri. 
cans to white minority racist rule. In the face of this sinis. 
ter plot, the people rallied their forces and formed the 
African National Council and a Joint Military Command, 
There is evidence of growing guerrilla action within the 
country which resulted in the closure of the Rhodesia- 
Zambia border and the recruitment of 4,000 South African 
troops to prop up the tottering Rhodesian regime and its 
army. All those are signs of panic by the Smith regime, 
but will not stop the struggle of the Zimbabwe people for 
freedom and independence. 


In this respect AAPSO has taken measures to ensure 
the holding of an International Preparatory Meeting for 
the International Conference in Support of the Struggle 
of the Zimbabwe people here in Aden. It is our hope that 
the Conference itself will take place in October this year 
in Mogadiscio. 

In South Africa itself there has been a marked up- 
surge in the resistance movements for instance : 
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— The ever increasing militancy of the workers, from 
dock workers to professionals who engaged in 
strikes although these are banned by law. 


— The students strikes which despite the Bantu Edu- 
cation System have led to greater solidarity 
actions among students of all ethnic groups in- 
cluding whites. 

— Owing to increased pressure from the people, even 
the government-selecied leaders of the Bantustans 
have made demands for complete autonomy and 
threatened to denounce the whole Bantustan Sys- 
tem as a fraud. 

— The inability of apartheid to cope up with the in- 
creasing industrialization of the rural areas and 
the subsequent discontent of the industrial olli- 
garchy with economic policies based on apartheid 
(job restrictions). 

— The outcry of non-political organisations like 
churches against the brutality of apartheid mea- 
sures like mass removals, family disruption, star- 
vation-wages and non-representation of black 
people in all state organs. 


There is no doubt that the people of the resistance 
movement led by the ANC are strengthening their under- 
ground machinery. Several people have been arrested on 
charges of sabotage. In panic the government of south 
Africa, in contrast to its declared policy of maintaining 
good relations with neighbouring independent African 
states, has repeatedly made incursions into the territories 
of Lesotho, Butswana and Zambia claiming to pursue. “ter- 
rorists». 
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In keeping with its policy of support to the peoples 
fighting against colonialism and racism, AAPSO will par- 
ticipate in the following meetings : 


1. Seminar of Experts on Racism and Apartheid to 
be held in April 1973 in Oslo, where AAPSO will 
be represented by the Secretary-General. 

2. Conference on Apartheid organised by the I.L.O., 
WFETU and cther labour organisations to be held 
in Geneva in June, 1973. 

3. An International Conference on Apartheid and Hu- 
man Rights scheduled for September 1973 in 
Rome. 


(C) In the Somali Coast : 


The resistance movement led by the Liberation Front 
for the Somali Coast is growing every day despite the 
cruel repressions practised by the French colonialists and 
their stooges. The recent farce staged during the visit of 
Pompidou and calculated to justify the continued French 
oppression and exploitation of the Somali Coast didn't 
fool anybody. The Somali people together with the peoples 
of the Comoro Islands, Seychelles, Eritrea and Spanish 
sahara will emerge victorious.

A.A.P.S.O. considers that it is the duty of all pro- 
gressive forces and countries to redouble their efforts in 
support of both the liberation movements and indepen- 
dent African States facing foreign aggression by : 


— Increasing moral, financial and material aid to the 
just cause of the oppressed peoples of Africa and 
independent countries facing aggression. 
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— To call upon their respective governments to use 
theix full influence in the various international 
platforms to condemn all remnants of colonialism 
and racism, and to give concrete aid to all forces 
struggling for the total liberation of Africa. 


4, THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION, AND ITS 
IMPACT ON AFRICA, ASIA AND LATIN 
AMERICA 


Unity and Cooperation between anti-imperialist forces : 


A basic feature of growing unity and cooperation be- 
tween all anti-imperialist forces is the close understanding 
and cooperation between the newly independent countries 
on the one hand and the socialist countries, particularly 
the USSR, on the other. On almost all major political 
issues, the overwhelming majority of the newly-indepen- 
dent countries and the socialist countries have been voting 
together in the United Nations, whether on questions of 
colonialism and racism in Africa, the continued Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands or other questions like that of 
national sovereignty over natural resources, of disarma- 
ment, relaxation of international tension, allocation of eco- 
nomic assistance through the U.N. specialized agencies for 
the development of the underdeveloped countries, on all 
such questions, this alliance of the newly-independent 
countries and the socialist countries is able to muster over- 
whelming majorities in the United Nations. 


The economic relations between the newly-indepen- 
dent countries and socialist countries have grown vastly 
and totally broken down the imperialist monopoly of the 
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world market. More and more countries have been able 
to consolidate their national economics on the basis of 
acquiring capital goods and industrial know-how from 
the socialist countries on very advantageous terms, and 
this has enabled the newly-independent countries to stand 
together, chailenge the imperialist powers and win new 
and better terms in trade and economic relations. 


The assertion of national sovereignty and the strug- 
gle for economic independence was the basic feature of 
the policies of Afro-Asian and Third World countries dur- 
ing 1972. Many countries took important strides towards 
nationalizing or bringing under national control their 
natural resources. The struggle waged by the petroleum 
exporting countries notably Algeria, Libya, Iraq, Nigeria 
and others succeeded in qualitatively increasing their na- 
tions’ share of the profits from the exploitation of their 
natural resources from the imperialist monopolies. Subse- 
quently, the nationalization of the Iraq Petroleum Com- 
pany by the government of Iraq has shown a new revolu- 
tionary path to all Afro-Asian countries engaged in strug- 
gle against the so-called multinational corporations. 


These developments in the Afro-Asian and Latin 
American countries have taken place against the back- 
ground of a continuing shift in the world balance against 
the imperialist powers. The increasing strength and deter- 
mined united steps taken by the Afro-Asian countries have 
of course further contributed towards the weakening of 
imperialism. The greatest change in the international 
scene as a result of this shift in the balance of power is 
to be seen in the almost complete defeat of the old im- 
perialist policy of cold war, confrontation and non-recog-

nition of existing realities in international relations. The 
most eloquent example cf this policy was to be seen in 
the non-recognition of the People’s Republic of China on 
the one hand and of the frontiers of the European so- 
cialist states that resulted from the victory over fascism 
at the end of the Second World War on the other. U.S. 
imperialism had encouraged the government of West Ger- 
many to stand against the European socialist states on 
the one hand and Japan against China on the other. 


Resulting from the fundamental shift in the balance 
of power both these policies have been totally defeated and 
the world has moved towards greater realism, and relaxa- 
tion of tension and the way was paved for ccoperation 
and peaceful coexistence between states of different social 
systems. Afro-Asian and newly-independent countries have 
all along stood for the end of the cold war, relaxation of 
tension, disarmament and the allocation of world resour- 
ces for the development of the underdeveloped regions 
away from expenditure on ever-increasing arms race. 


The Afro-Asian countries therefore welcome the im- 
provements in international relations registered during 
1972 but what is most important to stress is that this 
relaxation has been imposed against imperialist plans as 
a result of the shift in the balance of power in favour of 
the combined world anti-imperialist forces. Whether to 
the newly-independent countries or the liberation move- 
ments still engaged in struggle, this new world situation 
will be advantageous and will provide greater opportuni- 
ties for them to wage their struggles with ever greater 
success. 


In view of these developments and in accordance with 
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the action programme adopted by the Fifth Conference, 
the AAPSO took active part in the organization of a num. 
ber of Seminars and Conferences on related subjects dur- 
ing 1972. The Seminar on «Imperialism, Independence and 
Social Iransformation» held in New Delhi last April 
was one of the most successful held recently. Nearly 100 
eminent scholars from all major areas of the world par- 
ticipated in the Seminar which extended for about a week. 
A notable feature was the great deal of realistic discus- 
sion that took place among the participants in the course 
of the Seminar apart from the over 70 papers which were 
presented. Another feature was the participation of 
scholars from the African liberation movements and from 
Vietnam and Laos. The papers and documents emanating 
from the Seminar are shortly to be published. 


In August there was the International Conference in 
Support of the Nationalization of Iraq Petroleum Com- 
pany in Baghdad which turned out to be a very effective 
demonstration of International Solidarity with the people 
of Iraq in their anti-imperialist action. Later, there was 
the Internaticnal Seminar on Oii as a Weapon in the Strug- 
gle Against Imperialism also held in Baghdad in October 
which brought together many scholars and experts in the 
economics and politics of the oil industry. This Seminar 
provided very valuable material on the subject. 


1972 also coincided with the fiftieth anniversary of 
the establishment of the USSR which marked not only the 
consolidation of the first socialist state in the world, but 
the establishment of a union of socialist republics which 
were passing through different stages of their social and 
economic development. In the case of the Asian regions 
of the former Czarist empire it meant the achievement of 
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national independence and simultaneously rapid social and 
economic development under conditions of immediate tran- 
sition towards the building of socialism by passing the 
period of capitalist development. As was also the case in 
the Mongolian People’s Republic, the experience of the 
Asian Soviet Republics is of profound significance to the 
Afro-Asian countries engaged in the struggle for economic 
independence, and which often choose the non-capitalist 
path of development as the most rapid and effective 
method of economic development while at the same time 
achieving social and economic justice for their peoples and 
destroying the grip cf imperialist and neo-colonialist for- 
ces on the one hand and of feudalism and internal reac- 
tion on the other. It was natural therefore that the Fifth 
Conference should have decided to observe the anniver- 
sary in a befitting manner. Thus, the AAPSO Secretariat 
participated effectively in the very largely attended Inter- 
national Conference held in Tashkent in October to discuss 
this experience and later in the USSR fiftieth anniversary 
celebrations held in Moscow in December. The Conference 
was attended by a large number of Soviet scholars spe- 
cially from all the Asian republics as well as by senior 
representatives from a large number of Afro-Asian and 
Latin American countries, whether from independent 
countries or from Liberation Movements. 


Solidarity with Latin American People : 


Since its very inception, the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Soli- 
darity Organization has always aimed at extending sup- 
port to anti-imperialist, anti-feudal and anti-colonial move- 
ments in Asia, Africa and Latin America. AAPSO was 
guided by that aim when it suggested the holding of the 
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conference in Havana in 1966, for which it called and mili. 
tated since 1961 and in which it took an active part. 


Afro-Asian peoples follow with profound interest 
changes taking place in the countries of Latin America, 
following Cuba which raised high the banner of freedom 
in Latin America, thé people of Chili under the leadership 
of the Government of the Popular Union, headed by Pre- 
sident Salvadore Allende opted for the road of struggle 
for the liberation of its country from the domination of 
U.S. monopolies and for social reforms. Important mea- 
sures against the domination of foreign exploiters have 
been undertaken by the Peru government wherein the 
army and the patriotic forces play an important role. The 
people at Panama demand the restoration of their sove- 
reignty in the Panama channel and the liquidation of 
American military bases. The political and economic 
blockade of Cuba, by means of which the US imperialists 
attempted to isolate it not merely from the. rest of Latin 
America but also from other peoples of Europe, Asia and 
Africa as well, has been broken. 


We are planning to send a mission, composed of pro- 
minent representatives of national Afro-Asian solidarity 
organizations, to Latin American countries with a view to 
express the aspirations of our peoples for attaining unity 
in the struggle against imperialism, colonialism and racism 
and for promoting the consolidation of such a unity. We 
recommend the AAPSO member organisations to take 
active measures for establishing bilateral friendly ties and 
cooperation with democratic organisations in Latin Ame- 
rican countries, to promote the creation, wherever advis- 
able, of popular committees and other bodies the activities 
of which would be in the interest of unity and solidarity. 
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We are convinced that the development of various 
forms of solidarity of Afro-Asian peoples with the strug- 
gle of Latin American peoples, consolidating in every pos- 
sible way the brotherly links with the socialist countries, 
will enhance the attainment of victory in the common 
struggle which, as stated in the General Declaration of 
the AAPSO 5th Conference «can be reached cnly on the 
pasis Of the unity of all anti-imperialist forces». 


5, SOCIO-ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 


Successes and difficulties of the socio-economic pro- 
gress in the countries of our continents were stressed in 
the analysis of socio-economic development, presented in 
our Report at the Fifth Conference of Solidarity of the 
Peoples of Asia and Africa. What new developments took 
place in the course of the year after the Conference ? 


It will be no exageration, if we say, that this year 
has registered further progressive socio-economic develop- 
ment for the peoples of our countries. The past year has 
confirmed that progressive states of Asia and Africa over- 
coming various difficulties take more and more effective 
measures for resisting the policy of the neo-colonialists, 
boldly choose the non-capitalist path of development, rein- 
force the ties of friendship and cooperation with socialist 
countries, and more and more apply the experience of 
building socialism in their countries. 


Young independent states while carrying out deep 
socio-economic transformations in the interests of consoli- 
dating their political independence, are taking measures 
towards limiting the activity of international imperialist 
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monopolies which operate on the territories of their coun. 
tries. 


Such transformations are being carried out in India, 
the Arab Republic of Egypt, Algeria, Tanzania, Zambia, 
Burma, Sierra-Leone, Uganda and other countries. The 
nationalisation of big industrial enterprises is being im. 
plemented in a nuinber of countries paraliel to the na. 
tionalisation of banks and insurance companies. The state 
is taking over control of a considerable part of the infra. 
structure over foreign trade, and state monopcly is being 
established over currency operations. 


The state sector in India, for example provides noy 
for about 70 per cent of the national revenue, embracing 
the main branches of heavy industry and foreign trade. 
The Iraqi state sector provides for more than half of the 
national revenue. in Tanzania, 80 per cent of the means 
allotted for national development are obtained at the ex- 
pense of the state sector. 


In the Arab Republic of Egypt the state sector, being 
an economic basis of the revolutionary democratic policy, 
represents 85 per cent of the entire industrial production. 


The Government of Ghana, headed by Colonel Acham- 
pong, has carried out a series of radical socio-economic 
transformations inside the ccuntry, and has simultaneous- 
ly increased the anti-colonialist tendency of its foreign 
policy. 

The united anti-imperialist, anti-colonial front grows 
stronger on the basis of the socio-economic achievements 
an the Afro-Asian countries. The interests of Afro-Asiau 
countries, irrespective of their social orientation, coincide 
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in a number of principal questions. They coincide in the 
first place, in all matters concerning the struggle against 
colonialism and racism, the liberation of their national eco- 
nomy from the yoke of imperialist monopolies, the change 
from the low position of these countries in the system 
of the international capitalist division of labour, the uni- 
fication of their economic efforts, first of all through co- 
operation and regional cooperation for the rapid liquida- 
tion of economic backwardness. 


Recent years have vividly proved that economic in- 
dependence is becoming more and more the main battle- 
field for the peoples of Asia and Africa against imperial- 
ism and neo-colonialism. The tactics of colonialists and 
neo-colonialists are becoming more cabalistic and subtle 
along with the successes scored by the Afro-Asian coun- 
tries in consolidating their political independence and 
achieving independent economic status. 


Earlier, the imperialist powers were trying mainly 
to retain single-handed what they could preserve from the 
ruins of their colonial empires. Nowadays, the peoples of 
Asia and Africa have, in fact, to deal with the collective 
colonialism of the imperialist powers. The essence of the 
policy of collective colonialism consists in the fact that 
colonialists try to turn former colonies and semi-colonies 
into an integrated part of the world capitalist economy on 
the basis of the neo-colonialist division of labour. 


Among the numerous means and methods of the 
modified policy of the neo-colonialists, special attention 
should be paid, in the first place, to the plans of trans- 
ferring intensive and «dirty» branches of produc- 
tion to the developing countries and enlarging their «par- 
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ticipation» in developing the manufacturing industry. Such 
a policy brings in tremendous profits to the neo-colonia]. 
ists : 
i) they get an opportunity to lower the cost of pro. 
duction at the expense of employing cheaper 
labour ; 


ji) they can concentrate their efforts in developing 
highly productive branches of industry on the 
basis of scientific technical progress in the home 
country ; 


iii) to create a market for out dated equipment ; 


iv) parallel to integrating the developing countries to 
the world capitalist economy, they do not only 
try to preserve, but to perpetuate their subor. 
dinate position and to invent new forms of neo- 
colonialist domination and control. 


The practical realisation of this policy is connected 
with the growth and consolidation of foreign capital in 
the developing countries. Thus, for instance, the number 
of subsidiaries of the 187 biggest U.S. corporations increas. 
ed between 1959-1967 in Asia - from 83 to 237 and in 
Africa - from 17 to 73*. 


In the countries of Africa in 1972 not counting the 
Republic of South Africa, 157 Belgian companies, 467 
French companies, 87 West German companies, 42 Italian 
companies, 823 British companies, 361 U.S. companies 
were operating their subsidiaries or daughter companies.

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The international division of labour on the neo-colo- 
nialist basis is only capable of deepening the gap in the 
levels and tempo of the economic development between the 
zone of developed capitalism and the countries of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. 


But does this mean that developing countries must 
reject external sources of financing ? Of course, they must 
not. The problem lies in the fact that foreign capital must 
be placed under such conditions where it would contribute 
to the development and consolidation of the independence 
of young states. 


Neo-colonialists employ a whole arsenal of means 
for carrying out their modified economic policy in the 
countries of Asia and Africa. This is proved by the fact 
that imperialist powers undertake collective actions in 
strengthening the positions of racial-colonial regimes in 
Southern Africa, the NATO countries rearm the Portu- 
guesc army waging colonial wars against African libera- 
tion movements : the American «Peace Corps» and similar 
organisations of other capitalist countries infiltrate deeper 
in the Afro-Asian countries ; the European economic com- 
munity tries to involve these countries into a closed eco- 
nomic grouping of the capitalist countries. Imperialist 
powers, inspite of their mutual differences and short-term 
contradictions are united by their common desire to ham- 
per the development of friendly ties and fruitful economic 
cooperation between the developing countries and the so- 
cialist countries. They do not want to allow the establish- 
ment of close economic ties between developing and so- 
cialist countries that would change the position of the 
countries of Asia and Africa in the international division 
of labour resulting in the formation of favourable pre- 
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requisites for turning the liberated countries from the 
object of exploitation by imperialism into economically 
independent countries. 


The attainment of economic independence by the 
countries of Asia and Africa is, first of all, the question 
of joint struggle of all progressive forces both inside the 
country and in the international arena. The peculiarity of 
the present stage of struggle for socio-economic transfor- 
mations is that the final stage of political liquidation of 
the colonial regimes has set in these countries where 
colonial oppression has not yet been abolished, and also in 
the fact that the forces of national-liberation movement, 
organized into independent states, are rising to a new level 
to the struggle for economic independence, for the liqui- 
dation of all forms of Gependence on imperialism. 


In this connection the role of the Afro-Asian Peoples 
Solidarity Organization grows larger in the struggle for 
economic independence of the developing countries against 
the policy of neo-colcnialists and racists. 


The meeting of the Executive Committee should dis- 
cuss and work out effective measures, to ensure a greater 
role for our Organization in solving this historic problem 
of developing the countries of Asia and Africa. 


G. CONTACTS, COOPERATION AND JOINY ACTIONS 
WITH THE FRATERNAL ORGANIZATIONS 


The period since the Fifth Conference has seen fur- 
ther development in the AAPSO’s contacts, cooperation 
and joint actions with fraternal international organisations 
as well as with inter-governmental bodies like the OAU, 
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the Arab League, the Conference of Non-aligned Govern- 
ments, the U.N. and its various committees and agencies. 
These fraternal and intergovernmental bodies were invit- 
ed and their representatives participated in all the con- 
ferences organized or jointly sponsored by the AAPSO 
and in turn the AAPSO was invited and participated in 
many new forums particularly those of the U.N. The co- 
operation with the solidarity committees in the European 
socialist countries also increased markedly during this 
period. 


United Nations : 


With the rise in the number of newly-independent 
countries in the U.N. and the growth of cooperation be- 
tween them and the socialist countries, the character of 
the U.N. itself has changed radically in recent years. The 
U.N. committees like the Special Committee on Apartheid 
and the Decolonization Committee have acquired a genuine 
militant nature and conducted their work actively and 
with vigour. Both committees began to admit represen- 
tatives of liberation movements to attend their meetings, 
present petitions and to take the floor. Particularly signi- 
ficant was the special meeting of the Security Council on 
Africa that was held in Addis Ababa in February 1972 in 
which all the liberation movements who are member or- 
ganizations of the AAPSO were invited to speak. The 
AAPSO also presented a message to this meeting and 
established contacts with the U.N. Following this 
the AAPSO was invited to and participated in the meet- 
ings of the Decolonization Committee and the Apartheid 
Committee in March when some of the proposals made 
by the AAPSO were adopted. We also applied for regular

consultative status with these committees and it was 
granted. 


Later the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman of the 
Decolonization Committee were invited by the AAPSO to 
Cairo where they met with the members of the Perman- 
ent Secretariat and representatives of the liberation mo- 
vements in May 1972. In his report to the Decolonization 
Committee on his return the Chairman stressed the need 
for the participation of the AAPSO in future U.N. meet- 
ings and other programmes in connection with questions 
of colonialism and apartheid. The AAPSO also participat- 
ed as observer in the U.N. Cunference on Trade and Deve- 
lopment (UNCTAD-III) in Santiago, Chili in April 1972. 
The AAPSO Secretary-General has been invited to the 
forthcoming «International Conference of Experts for the 
Support of Victims of Colonialism and Apartheid in South- 
ern Africa» to he held in Oslo from 9 to 14 April, 1973 
under the auspices of the U.N. 


Organization of African Unity : 


Fraternal relations with the OAU have further grown 
during this period. Our representatives have been attend- 
ing the OAU Ministerial Conferences as observers which 
have also provided a very useful opportunity for estab- 
lishing and maintaining closer contacts with the progres- 
sive governments. The Secretary-General participated at 
the last Summit Conference at Rabat in June 1972 and 
has just concluded detailed discussions with the OAU 
Secretary-General and assistant Secretary-General on the 
AAPSO’s participation in the forthcoming OAU Tenth 
Anniversary celebrations in Addis Ababa and about the 
activities planned by the AAPSO to mark the cccasion, 
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and mainly on consolidation of relations of co-operation 
petween the two organizations and coordination of their 
actions in the ccmmon struggle. The AAPSO has also 
participated in the OAU Labour Conference held in Kam- 
paia in 1972 and the special meeting of the CAU Libera- 
tion Committee held in Accra in January 1973. 


World Peace Council 


The AAPSO’s relations with the World Peace Coun- 
cil likewise have been strengthened. The AAPSO has par- 
ticipated in all meetings of the Council as well as in the 
conferences it organized. In fact a number of important 
conferences were sponsored jointly by the two organisa- 
tions and consultations from time to time between the 
two organizations for cooperation and coordination of 
work is now a regular practice. 


The Seminar in New Delhi in March 1972, the Nami- 
bian International Conference in Brussels in May 1972, the 
Conference on Solidarity with Iraq in Baghdad in August 
1972, the Seminar on Petroleum in Baghdad in November 
1972 were all sponsored jointly by the two organisations. 
Our participation in the various meetings of the Stockholm 
Conference on Vietnam also come in the same category. 
The two organizations are also cooperating for the forth- 
coming International Conference on Peace and Justice in 
the Middle East scheduled to be held in Bologna in Italy 
in May 1973. The major activity to be undertaken jointly 
during 1973 wil! be the World Congress for Peace, Secu- 
rity and Independence to he held in Moscow in autumn 
1973 which is expected to be the biggest and the broad- 
est ever conference of its kind. A whole range of inter- 
national organisations of various shades of opinion will 
participate in its preparation and the AAPSO together 
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with all its national committees will play its due role in 
this world assembly of all peace-loving and antl-imperialist 
forces. 


International Democratic Organisations 

Contacts with international democratic organisations 
of women, trade unions, youth, students, etc., have all 
been strengthened ard made more regular. AAPSO dele- 
gations have visited them at their headquarters and close 
liaison and coordination is now maintained. The AAPSO 
and our national committees will participate in the forth- 
coming World Youth Festival to be held in Berlin in July 
1973. 
Solidarity Committees in the Socialist Countries 

The closer participation by the Solidarity Committces 
of the Socialist Countries in our meetings have much con- 
tributed in the strengthening of our movement. The Or- 
ganisation has received all forms of assistance from these 
committees, political, financial, in the form of transpor- 
tation of delegations and in providing scholarships for 
cadres of the movement. AAPSO delegations have visited 
these socialist countries both in order to participate in 
conferences, seminars or other solidarity functions or- 
ganised by them as well as for discussing further co- 
operation and coordination of work. 


1. A special meeting of solidarity with the Arab 
countries held in Berlin on the anniversary of Sth 
June aggression. The meeting was organised in a 
big way and was attended by delegation from the 
secretariat headed by the Secretary General. 

A meeting of solidarity with the Portuguese 
Colonies organised in Berlin in October 1972. The 
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meeting was attended by a representative of the 

Secretariat. 

A meeting of solidarity with the Arab countries 

organised by the Czechoslovak Committee, toge- 

ther with regional meetings in other cities in June 

1972 were attended by a delegation headed by the 

Secretary General. 

4. A solidarity meeting with Arab countries organis- 
ed by the Polish Committee, was attended by the 
Deputy Secretary General in June 1972. 
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There were other meetings organised by Solidarity 
Committees in Rumania, Bulgaria and Hungary. 


These Committees have offered a number of scholar- 
ships to the Permanent Secretariat for the liberation 
movements over and above the scholarships given directly 
from these Committees to the liberation movements and 
African countries. 


The Socialist Countries’ Solidarity Committees have 
also undertaken to organise and host a number of Semi- 
nars and Conferences in cooperation with the AAPSO dur- 
ing 1973 and 1974 on various urgent questions facing the 
liberation movements and the newly-independent coun- 
tries. 


Fifteenth Anniversary of the AAPSO 


On the occasion of the AAPSO’s fifteenth anniver- 
sary, we were happy to receive messages of support from 
Heads of State and Governments and from national com- 
mittees. To mark the occasion which will be duly cele- 
brated during the current Executive Meeting, the AAPSO 
had requested the GDR Solidarity Committee for assist- 
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ance in producing a film on the AAPSO. We are very 
glad that this film has now been completed within a very 
short time and will be screened in the course of our cele. 
brations in Aden. It will be available subsequently to our 
national committees for screening during their conferen. 
ces or other mass activities. The Polish Solidarity Com. 
mittee has undertaken to assist in the preparation of a 
history of the AAPSO which they will publish for the 
Permanent Secretariat. They are also preparing a record 
of Afro-Asian fighting songs to mark the anniversary of 
the Solidarity Movements. 


7. WOMEN’S SECTION OF THE ORGANIZATION 


Last but not least, I come to the Women’s Section 
in the Secretariat. You will have all heard about the out- 
standing success it realised in its last conference which 
was held in Mongolia in August 1972. 


The attendance, the speeches, the discussions and 
the resolutions and recommendations of the Conference 
showed marked consciousness and real interest in all 
fields of life towards. which women had shown only in- 
significant attention some 25 years ago. 


Over and above that, the Women’s section participat- 
ed in 1972, in the following activities : 


1. Working Women’s Conference in Prague. 


2. Seminar organized by the WIDF in Varna, Bul- 
garia. 


3. All African Women Conference in Dar Es Salaam. 


4. Seminar on Union of Soviet Republics in Moscow.

The Women's Section also takes part in all meetings 
and activities of the Secretariat and publishes its Bulletin 
fairly regularly in spite of difficulties in obtaining ma- 
terial from member women’s committees.

c) The Bulletin of the Organization: and here we 
have had the main problem, namely lack of ma- 
terial. The Bulletin is the organ of the Organiza- 
tion and it should be of a high standard both of 
technical quality (form) and content. Its publica- 
tion has been sporadic due mainly to lack of ma- 
terial. This material should be authentic and ana- 
lytical, authoritative and of high scientific stand- 
ard. 


d 
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While the secretaries have contributed articles, 
we feel this 1s not enough. In fact it has not been 
sufficient to produce a regular Bulletin. 


In the light of our experience we have certain 
proposals to meet the requirements of this Bul- 
letin : 
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1. National committees should: send regular ar- 
ticles that would meet the set requirements. 


2. Specialists on African, Asian and Interna- 
tional affairs should be contacted and their 
contribution should be sdlicited. These special- 
ists do- not have to be only from Africa and 
Asia, but also from Socialist and Western 
countries. 


3. The Research and Information Centre when it 
emerges, should be a centre for deep analytical 
researches which would be used in the Bulletin. 
Until these requisites are guaranteed we can- 
not embark on the publication of the Bulletin. 
Concrete steps are now being taken to meet 
these conditicns. 


The Afro-Asian Research and Information Centre 


With the evolution cf the Afro-Asian Solidarity Move- 
ment, new tasks should be embraced. One of these tasks 
is the accumulation of researches on Afro-Asian countries 
and problems. These researches are envisaged in coopera- 
tion with the countries involved . 


The task of this Centre should be : 
1. The establishment of a good reference library. 


2. The supply of material for the Bulletin and for 
mass media generally. 


3. The encouragement of research in independent 
Afro-Asian countries as well as liberation move: 
ments. 
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4. The accumulation of lists of experts on Afro-Asian 
affairs. 


o. The preparation of list of research subjects in the 
political, economic, social and cultural fields. 


6. Contacts with different countries and liberation 
movements tc find out their research require- 
ments and to recruit for them the necessary ex- 
perts from African, Asian and Socialist countries. 


As a pilct scheme we are proposing cooperation with 
Guinea Bissau and Angola in the liberated zones. We shall 
discuss with them their research requirements, in pre- 
paration for independence, and endeavour to assist them 
in having a prognosis of these problems, the recruitment 
of experts who can assist them and the carrying out of 
research. 


We are hoping that in the future apart from the 
normal publications of documents relating to our meet- 
ings we shall have achieved the following : 


1. Regular publications of the Newsletter and in this 
respect we beg our national committees to supply 
us with day-to-day news of their activities. 


2. The establishment of a big reference library and 
in this respect we would ask the national commit- 
tees and Solidarity Committees in Socialist coun- 
tries to supply us with any books, research papers, 
periodicals and other publications they deem 
useful. 


3. The Regular Publication of the Bulletin, but only 
when we can guarantee the regular supply of ar- 
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ticles. In this respect we shall contact a number 
of specialists who can send us regular contribu- 
tion. 


4. The preparation of an Afro-Asian Who's Who, and 
in this respect we would ask national committees 
to fill the questionnaires we are sending about 
leading personalities in all fields — political, eco- 
nomic, social, cultural and women in their res- 
pective countries. 


5. The publication of a series of pamphlets on the 
leading problems in Afro-Asian countries.

3. The Financial Situation.: 


The financial situation of the Organisation still calls 
for the greatest amount of attention from the countries 
and organisations which support AAPSO and its objec- 
tives. 

In this respect, I cannot but repeat what I have 
earlier stated in my report to the 10th session of the 
Executive Committee, and tc the 5th Congress of Afro- 
Asian Solidarity : 

«I should affirm that the financial aspect of the Or- 
ganisation suffers many shortcomings. One of the most 
important tasks of all member organisations and com- 
mittees is to contribute financially in proportion with 
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their revenues and potentialities so that the AAPSO can 
continue to shoulder its responsibilities». 


The Secretariat has undertaken continued and re- 
peated efforts to obtain these contributions, but unfor- 
tunately received only a limited response. It is my duty 
here to register my thanks to those countries and com- 
mittees which offered financial contributions to the 
Organisation ; for we regard these contributions as a ma- 
terial support as well as a definite form of political and 
moral support. 


I may reiterate here the appeal which was made 
several times by the Secretariat to all committees and 
organisations which can afford financial contributions to 
lend this question all their attention». 


In this report I re-state the appeal which was launch- 
ed by the Permanent Secretariat more than once to all 
the committees able to help with financial contributions 
to give this matter due attention. 


«In this report we turn to you once again with our 
insistent call to make the greatest effort possible to 
strengthen the Secretariat’s Budget by the subscription 
of every committee according to its means. Thus the 
secretariat can fulfil its obligations and achieve its forth- 
coming plan of action». 


In this respect 1 am also interested to refer to the 
resolution of our Fifth Congress which stipulated : 


“In order to overcome the financial difficulties of the 
Organisation, the Conference decides that every member 
committee and affiliated body with the only exception 
of the liberation movements and militant parties who 
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face financial problems of their own, should pay an an- 
nual subscription of a minimum of 2,000 pounds». 


Conclusion 


I am convinced that you share with me the con- 
fidence that after 15 years of relentless struggle AAPSO 
has gone far in its way towards the realisation of the 
great aims and aspirations of our peoples. 


I am equally confident that this outstanding move- 
ment which meets a historic pre-requisite will make fur- 
ther progress in its struggle, achieving greater victories 
and facing the future with ever stronger confidence, in 
pursuance of a bright future in which freedom, peace 
and justice prevail.

Comrades, Friends, 


On behalf of the Central Committee of the Political 
Organization: the National Front and in the name of 
the Revolutionary Government, you are warmly welcome 
in our country, wishing the 12th Session of the Execu- 
tive Committee of AAPSO all success in carrying out the 
meeting agenda in a manner that would reinforce the 
principles and objectives of liberation for which the Or- 
ganization was established. We would also wish to ex- 
press our profound gratitude and sincere thanks to the 
Permanent Secretariat of AAPSO, for the confidence ex- 
tended to Democratic Yemen when it opted for Aden as 
the site of the 12th Session of the Executive Committee. 
In fact that option is an honour we most cherish and 
consider a political consolidation, on the part of the Afro- 
Asian member countries in AAPSO, to our liberation 
struggle opposed to imperialism and colonialism particu- 
larly at the present juncture when imperialists and reac- 
tionaries are desperately attempting to overthrow the 
progressive regime in Democratic Yemen. 
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The delegations attending the Executive Session as 
members or observers represent numerous Afro-Asian 
countries whose people have long suffered from colonial- 
ism. In effect, there are still peoples in Africa and Asia 
under the. yoke of colonialism, and subject to persecu- 
tion and exploitation and are deprived by colonialists 
from exercising their right to freedom and self-deter- 
mination. 


The struggle of the peoples of Africa and Asia for 
freedom and independence has never ceased throughout 
the lengthy colonialist occupation of their countries. Ac- 
tually, their struggle commenced since the invading colo- 
nialists set foot on the territories of these peoples who 
offered their lives and immense sacrifices for the libera- 
tion of Africa and Asia from the slavery of colonialism. 


Millions of these toiling peoples has been sold as 
slaves to the colonialists who exterminated huge numbers 
of peoples in order to increase their wealth and mono- 
polies. That was simultaneously carried out with the 
plunder of the natural resources of the countries of Asia 
and Africa and the exploitation of their peoples who were 
left on a state of backwardness and poverty. 


However, although the world capitalist colonialist 
system had been able for hundreds of years, to subject 
the peoples of Asia and Africa, to exploit their resour- 
ces and to make fortune at the expense of their back- 
wardness, yet colonialists had been compelled vis-a-vis 
the liberation struggle of these militant peoples to pull 
out of their countries particularly after the success of 
the Great October Socialist Revolution which ushered to 
the beginning of the collapse of the capitalist system and 
the victory of socialism on the international level. 
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As the imperialist phenomenon had been linked with 
the greediness of European capitalism and its occupation 
of entire continents and enslavement of peoples to ensure: 
the development of its monopolies and the increase of its 
wealth, the liberation of peoples and their struggle for 
self-determination, progress and peace has been linked 
with the victory of socialism on the world level as the 
historic conditions provided an opportunity for the 
awakening of the peoples cf the colonized countries to 
which socialism extended consolidation and assistance to 
resist the imperialists and to commence the stage of na- 
tional liberation, democracy and progress. 


Dear Comrades and friends, 


The establishment of the national liberation move- 
ments in Africa and Asia, the rallying of the toiling 
masses under their banner in resistance to the imperial- 
ists for the realization of freedom and progress, before 
and after the 2nd World War and their success in more 
than one country tangibly affirmed the growth of the 
peoples’ consciousness and vigilance and further assert- 
ed that the 20th century is no more the century of im- 
perialist servitude but that of liberation, socialism and 
peace. 


Following the 2nd World War many peoples and na- 
tionalities in Africa and Asia were liberated and national 
and progressive states opposed to colonialism and neo- 
colonialism were established. Such states proceeded along 
the road of progressive transformations in the interest 
of the toiling masses and are efficaciously participating, 
today, in the international community in support of the 
causes of the legitimate struggle for liberation of the peo- 
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ples and nationalities which are still under the colonialist. 
domination and slavery.

my. It considers the struggle for economic emancipation 
a decisive factor in fostering the national independence 
of the African and Asian peoples liberated from the do- 
mination of colonialism.

Colonialist and imperialist regimes do not want to 
bow to the ineluctable course of history, or leave the 
peoples to decide their own future and build their coun- 
try on the basis of progress, democracy and peace, but 
wish to maintain them under their colonialist grip, both 
on the economic and political levels. Throughout the past 
two decades, national and progressive regimes have fac- 
ed successive conspiracies, and confronted military inva- 
sion and mercenary troops from imperialist and colonial- 
ist forces which were bent to overthrow these regimes. 


Not content with that much, world imperialism went 
as far as to launch overt wars against the peoples of the 
liberated countries. It thus instigated Israel to launch a 
war of aggression against the Arab peoples and occupy 
their territories... U.S. imperialism, furthermore, launch- 
ed’the vilest war in history against the sovereignty and 
freedom of the friendly people of Vietnam. 


Popular liberation movements in Africa and Asia are 
not only facing the danger of colonialist conspiracy and 
military invasion against their progressive regimes, but 
also attempts at disruption from within... 


Thus, imperialists, reactionaries and opportunists 
have in the past few years resorted to such methods as 
sowing the seeds of dissension, and entrenching the minor 
differences and contradictions existing in the ranks of 
national liberation movements with a view to tearing 
asunder their organizational and militant unity. 


Therefore, in return for these attempts to split the 
unity of national liberation movements, it has become 
necessary that the efforts of revolutionary militants con- 
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verge towards the unification of their movements, and 
their struggle against the overt imperialist and colonial- 
ist schemes designed against the peoples’ freedom and 
progress. 


Dear Comrades, 

The progressive regime in Democratic Yemen while 
adopting the path of struggle against colonialism, both 
old and new, and heading towards political and economic 
transformations for the benefit of the toiling masses in 
our country, is today facing the threat of imperialist con- 
spiracy, attack and subversion from mercenaries in the 
pay of Saudi reaction and the agent Kabous regime in 
the Gulf... In fact, imperialist and reactionary forces in 
Saudi Arabia are establishing camps for the mobilisa- 
tion and training of mercenaries on the borders, thus 
continuously draining resources of our country and pre- 
venting it from treading along the path of development 
and construction. 


Not content with their vile conspiracy against the 
freedom and independence of our people, imperialist for- 
ces and Saudi reaction drew up plans to embroil the 
Yemen people in a civil war to maintain it divided and 
split... The Yemeni pecple having deprived imperialists, 
reactionaries and war-mongers of the chance of Yemeniz- 
ing the war, are now facing a conspiracy designed to 
impede the realization of unity with its national, pro- 
gressive contents, and the fulfilment of their desire for 
a unified democratic Yemen, which would enable the 
people to create a new, advanced and socialist life, and 
play an effective and positive role on both the Arab 
and international levels side by side with the movement 
of national liberation, progress, socialism and peace. 
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We are confident that the achievement of Yement 
unity should rest on the unity of action of democratic 
national forces, both south and north of the territory, 
as well as on the unity of struggle of the masses of the 
people against colonialism, both old and new, and all 
the reactionary forces hostile to the gains and objectives. 
of these masses. 


Democratic Yemen, while trying to realize a modest 
experience for the benefit of the forces of liberation and 
progress and their struggle for the achievement of the 
progressive ambitions of the peoples, is today subjected 
to imperialist, and reactionary machination. We there- 
fore appeal to the forces of liberation, progress and de-

These dangers to which the Arab national liberation 
movements are subjected make it imperious on all ho- 
nourable militants and progressive elements in both 
Africa and Asia to pool their struggle to confront these 
dangers and support the liberation struggle of the Arab 
masses. 


Dear Comrades and friends, 


As we wish this 12th Session of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organiza- 
tion every progress and success in the tasks laid down 
before it, we hope at the same time that it will prove to 
be an international manifestation in support of the anti- 
imperialist, liberation struggle in Yemen, the Arab Gulf, 
Saudi Arabia, Palestine and the Arab occupied terri- 
tories, and a condemnation of the imperialist, reaction- 
ary conspiracy designed against the Arab liberation mo- 
vement and all liberation movements in Africa and Asia. 


Here, on behalf of the Central Committee of the 
Political Organization : the National Frort, we unreserv- 
edly proclaim our support to all the resolutions and re- 
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commendations which will be passed by your Session,

Your country has applied agricultural reforms in 
the interest of the peasants, and nationalised foreign 
banks and enterprises. It has set up a public sector to 
deal with national economy, and adopted positive mea-

This 
way the Yemeni people have embarked upon their na- 
tional, democratic and social revolution, under the leader- 
ship of the Political Organisation, the National Front. 


Other Afro-Asian peoples have gone and will go 
through the same experience in our two great continents, 
when the last imperialist strongholds have crashed down 
and the way is left open before our people to decide their 
own destiny in their best national interests.

cupied territories, following the imperialist Israeli aggres- 
sion, the restitution of the legitimate rights of the Pales- 
tinian people and their right to self-determination on their 
homeland and the march forward of the Arab popular 
struggle towards the goals of freedom, unity and social- 
ism. 


The consolidation of the front of national forces with- 
in every Arab country and the reinforcement of Arab 
unity on the bases of common struggle against imperial- 
ism and close cooperation with democratic, socialist and 
liberation forces everywhere, are our most important 
tasks. 
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Close cooperation between the Arab countries and the 
friendly anti-imperialist countries, with the U.S.S.R. at 
their head which spared no aid or assistance in the arena 
of common struggle against imperialism and colonialism 
and for the economic and cultural construction and rea- 
lization of common interest on basis of equality ; is one 
of the greatly significant factors for the attainment of the

The current situation, as I said earlier, requires the 
promotion of solidarity between all the vanguards of the 
international revolutionary movement, the consolidation. 
by all possible means of the common struggle against im- 
perialism, and the defeat of all imperialist attempts to 
suppress and isolate the national liberation movement 
from the international anti-imperialist forces foremost 
among which are the forces of socialism, liberation and 
democracy. The balance of power is more and more in 
favour of the international, anti-imperialist forces. The 
wheel of history cannot be put back, nor can the tide of 
revolution and liberation be stemmed. In the Arab coun- 
tries in particular, the Israeli aggressors will meet with 
complete failure in their drive to crush the mounting Arab 
liberation movement, and they will never be able to foil 
the determination of the Arab people to liberate their 
lands, or succeed in entrenching their occupation of these 
territories.

Speech by Mr. LE THAM

Mr. Chairman, 
Members of the Presidium, 
Bear Friends and Comrades, 


In the name of the Vietnamese people, of the NLF 
and cf the two Committees of Afro-Asian Solidarity in 
North and South Vietnam, we bring you our greetings 
of militant solidarity and express to you our warmest con- 
gratulations. 


We would also like to sincerely thank our brothers 
of the People’s Democratic Republic of Yemen for their 
hearty hospitality and their efficient help to our Con- 
ference. 


Dear Friends and Comrades, 


This time our 12th Session takes place while the Viet- 
namese people, a member of AAPSO, has achieved a great 
victory. The agreement on ceasing the war and restoring 
peace in Vietnam has been signed. The US has had to 
recognize the independence, sovereignty, unity and terri- 
torial integrity of Vietnam, to stop the war against the 
DRV, to proclaim the cease-fire, to withdraw all their 
troops and those of their allies from South Vietnam, to

dismantle their military bases, to respect the right to self- 
determination and the democratic liberties of the South 
Vietnam population. 


This is a very great victory for all our people after 
long years of sacrifices in a difficult fight against the 
most powerful and brutal enemy of our time. 


In their war of aggression against Vietnam, US im- 
perialists have mobilized their enormous war machinery, 
tested new lethal weapons, dropped tens of millions of 
bombs and shells over our country. They wanted to sub- 
jugate us by force to their neo-colonialism. 


But all the Vietnamese people, following the appeal 
of our venerated President Ho Chi Minh that «nothing is. 
more precious than independence and freedom», and fol- 
lowing our compatriots of the South who, under the lead- 
ership of the NLF and the PRG, have united themselves 
as one man, have resolved to fight and win. They have 
thus, check-mated the aggressive war policy of American 
colonialism’ and all its strategies and tactics, notably the 
cruel policy of vietnamising the war. 


The peace agreement has been signed, representing 
not only a very great victory of the resistance of our 
people, the greatest ever in our history against foreign 
aggression, mainly that of US, but also a common victory 
of the fighting solidarity of all peace- and justice- 
loving people of the world. 

We are fully conscious that our victory is largely due 
to the sympathy, support and considerable precious and 
efficient help cf the peoples of the Soviet Union, People’s 
China, as well as the other brotherly socialist countries, 
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and the peoples of Asia, Africa, Latin America, Kurope, 
and all progressive mankind, including progressive Ame- 
ricans themselves. 


On this solemn occasion we express, on behalf of our 
people, of the NLF' and of the two solidarity committees 
of North and South Vietnam, our deep gratitude towards 
the peoples of the socialist countries, foremost among 
which are the Soviet Union and People’s China and _ to- 
wards all our friends and brothers of the five continents 
who have always been standing by our side. We pay par- 
ticular tribute to the people, the national front and the 
government of the PDR of Yemen for their sympathy and 
their firm support, and to the Permanent Secretariat of 
AAPSO for its continuous efforts to support our fight. 


Dear Comrades and Friends, 


The recently signed agreement constitutes a political 
and juridical basis guaranteeing the fundamental national 
rights of our people and the right of the South Vietnam 
population to self-determination. lt opens a new stage of 
fighting to the South Vietnam revolution in order to con- 
solidate peace, complete the national and democratic revo- 
lution and take the path of peaceful reunification of the 
country. 


Peace in my beloved country is restored but not yet 
consolidated. The government of DRV, the PRG of the 
SVR have always shown their good will by strictly execut- 
ing the provisions of the agreement. On the contrary, the 
Saigon administration and the USA have seriously and 
continuously violated the peace agreement. Since the 28th 
January date of coming into force of the cease-fire, they 
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have committed thousands of violations over all the ter- 
ritory of South Vietnam, including numerous shellings and 
encroachments with the help of the air. force, navy, 
artillery and the armoured vehicles against the areas 
under the PRG control. 


In the areas under the Saigon administration, Van 
Thieu has taken dictatorial and fascist measures to 
suppress the population and stifle the rights of democratic 
freedom. All those who speak and struggle for peace and 
liberty are jailed. Thieu seeks by all means to prevent the 
full liberation of the scores of thousands of detained 
south Vietnamese patriots and raises daily difficulties to 
hinder the normal activities of the four-member mixed 
military commission. 


All this clearly indicates that the Saigon administra- 
tion has premeditated to sabotage the Paris Agreement, 
Thieu is against peace, reconciliation and national con- 
cord. We strongly denounce before this Conference all 
the acts of violation and dishonest and ignoble sabotage 
of the Paris Agreement. We call upon world opinion for 
efficient steps, while it is still time, in order to obtain 
from the US and the Saigon administration a strict respect 
and implementation of the provisions of the Agreement. 
from our side we pledge to respect and scrupulously 
execute the agreement while remaining vigilant and deter- 
mined to foil any plot of imperialist forces wishing to 
sabotage peace and hinder the march of our revolution. 


Dear Friends and Comrades, 


The population of South Vietnam, while struggling 
in this new stage for independence, liberty, peace, and 
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the reunification of the country, follows with keen atten- 
tion and deep sympathy and supports without reservation 
the struggles of Asia, Africa and Latin America and all 
other peoples aguinst imperialism, colonialism and neo- 
colonialism, for the sake of independence, freedom, na- 
tional sovereignty, peace, democracy and social progress. 


The South Vietnam population : 


— Greets and congratulates very warmly the great 
victory recently achieved by the LAO people 
restoring peace in Laos. It requests the USA and 
the Phouma administration to strictly abide by the 
agreement signed in Vientiane on 22/2/73. 


— It greets and congratulates very warmly the great 
victories achieved by the people and the armed 
popular forces of Cambodia and firmly supports 
the five point declaration of Samdech Sihanouk 
and the political programme of the national united 
front of Kampuchea, as being the only fair basis 
for the settlement of the Cambodian problem. 


— Vigorously supports the just fight of the Korean 
people for the reunification of the country on de- 
mocratic bases, without foreign interference and 
claim the total withdrawal of American troops 
stationed in South Korea. 


— Fully supports the just fight of the Japanese 
people against the Japanese-American military al- 
liance, and against the restoration of Japanese 
militarism, and for the sake of building up an 
independent, democratic, peaceful, neutral and 
prosperous Japan. 
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— Warmly greets the victories of the Arab peoples 
of Syria, Palestine and other Arab countries on 
the Israeli aggressors, and supports without reser- 
vation the just fight of the Palestinian people for 
their legitimate national rights. It requests Israel 
— instrument of US imperialism — to totally and 
unconditionally withdraw its troops from illegal.

Inspite of all their perfidious manoeuvres, imperialists 
and reactionaries, foremost among which are US imperial- 
ists, cannot stop the advance of the revolution nor stem 
the movements of national liberation or prevent them 
from achieving new victories every day.

On our part, we are fully convinced that our com- 
patriots, imbued with the spirit of national concord will 
know how to unite and love each other as the sons of 
the same family, and how to sweep away all hatred. They 
will also be more vigilant and fight with all their might

the loss of our great martyr Amilcar Cabral, leader of the 
African Liberation Movement in Guinea Bissau and a lead- 
ing figure of our Movement and of the World National 
Liberation Movement. 


I bid you, Dear Comrades, to stand up for a minute, 
to mourn our martyrs.

Dear Comrades, 


Allow me to express our profound happiness for 
meeting with you here today, at the inaugural meeting of 
the 12th Session of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Or- 
ganization which follows the popular rally held yester- 
day in support of the revolutionary cause in our country. 


Your warm words have impressed us as well as im- 
pressed the toiling masses of our people, as they have 
reaffirmed the fact that the revolutionary masses in De- 
mocratic Yemen do not stand alone in the battle, but have 
you on the side of their legitimate struggle against the 
forces of reaction and imperialism, for the sake of en- 
trenching our democratic, national regime and the social 
pregress of our people. 


The speeches you have delivered in yesterday's rally 
will remain a source of pride to our revolution, its Or- 
ganization, authority and people. We also would like here 
to express our happiness on the occasion of the Fifteenth 
Anniversary of our Organization, hoping that this Anni- 
versary will be commemorated again under further vic- 


tories. 
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We also would like to convey through our comrades 
from the friendly Socialist countries our profound thanks 
1o their governments and peoples for the staunch sup- 
port offered to our people and revolution. Our thanks 
also go to the Movement of National Liberation in Africa 
and Asia, for their firm stand by the side of our libera- 
tion struggle for the sake of building a Yemeni society 
free from colonialism, both old and new. 


Dear Comrades and Friends, 


Our Yemeni people have suffered from coercion, op- 
pression and exploitation for more than quarter of a 
century at the hands of British colonialism in the south- 
ern part of our homeland. But this people surged forward 
to struggle for freedom and national independence using 
the method of systematic revolutionary violence as the 
only method and only language understandable to colo- 
nialists. After four years of heroic and self-sacrificing 
armed struggle, the people succeeded in wrestling their 
national independence in November 1967. 


In order that national independence may be the ulti- 
mate goal of our revolution, and that our revolution may 
be able to pursue its march, thus preventing national in- 
dependence from becoming a bridgehead for neo-colonial- 
ism, it was therefore necessary to answer a major ques- 
tion. Now that we have expelled colonialism and attained 
national independence where are we heading and what is 
to be done ? 


Dear Comrades and Friends, 


Our people and revolution have rejected the easy 
path, the path of capitalist development which has 
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brought untold sufferings to the peoples and held 
them tied to the wheel of international capitalism, and 
consequently to the domination of neo-colonialism. We 
therefore opted for the difficult path, as the only sound 
choice, a path opposed to capitalist development, the path 
of revolutionary transformations on the political, cultural 
and economic levels, the path of popular democratic and 
national revolution, which stands in collaboration with so- 
cialism. This path inevitably had to rely on revolutionary 
thought, the thought of scientific socialism and on the 
poor and toiling strata which are the rightful owners of 
the revolution for it was through scientific socialism and 
the toiling masses that it was in fact possible to solve 
the problem of radical national liberation, and to entrench 
national independence as well as to bring about economic 
emancipation and to create an independent national eco- 
nomy, both agricultural and industrial, which would con- 
stitute the basis and technique of the social development 
and progress of our people. 


Dear Comrades and Friends, 


This could never have been achieved while the right- 
ist forces — the reserve forces of neo-colonialism — re- 
mained within the framework of the revolution and in 
society. It was therefore inevitable to launch a persever- 
ing and decisive struggle and to offer new sacrifices in 
order to rectify the course of the revolution and to rid 
it of its right wing represented in civil leadership and 
bureaucratic military leadership fostered by colonialism. 


This was brought about with the glorious step of 
June 22, 1969, when the progressive movement of the re- 
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volutionary leadership on the level of both the Organiza- 
tion and authority, succeeded in wiping out the right- 
wing movement and in adopting a series of revolutionary 
and democratic measures. Foremost among these were na- 
tionalization and the proclamation of the first democratic 
and national Constitution, which culminated in the estab- 
lishment of the Supreme People’s Assembly as well as 
the promulgation of the new agrarian reform law which 
enabled the National Front to organize the initiative and 
upsurges of the landless peasants against feudalism and 
semi-feudalism. 


Through such measures it became possible to distri- 
bute the land on cooperative and democratic bases, within 
the ranks of the peasantry movement in rural areas. 


Dear Comrades, 


The Revolution in our country has succeeded in 
strengthening the internal front, by consolidating the 
alliance between the democratic and progressive forces 
who are the rightful owners of the Revolution, and in 
mapping out a clear revolutionary line on the internal 
scale. It succeeded also in following an independent for- 
eign policy, through its association with the Arab and 
international liberation movements, and through the sup- 
port extended by its revolutionary ally, and friend, the 
socialist camp. 


It is on these grounds that we based our recognition 
of the German Democratic Republic, of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of South Vietnam, and the Gov- 
ernment of Cambodia, as well as the struggle launched by 
the Korean people against imperialism and for progres- 
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sive unity. We also reaffirmed our unrestricted consoli. 
dation for all national liberation movements in Asia, Af. 
rica and Latin America ; we supported and consolidated 
as well, the armed Palestine Resistance, and the revolu. 
tion in the Arab Gulf by the People’s Front for the 
liberation of Oman and the Arab Gulf. 


We also supported the struggle of the liberation mo. 
vement in Saudi Arabia and other democratic and pro- 
gressive forces in Arab countries. 


All this led to a new experiment which is unusual 
in the Arak peninsula, and to the creation of the material 
and moral interests for the revolutionary forces, which are 
counter to the interests of the forces of imperialism and 
reaction in the area. Therefore, our revolution was sub- 
ject to conspiracies and schemes which aimed at obstruct- 
ing and aborting it. But our people who have chosen their 
revolutionary path according to their free will, and offer- 
ed all sacrifices for it, stand steadfast, presenting more 
and more sacrifices for the preservation of their revolu- 
tion, and their progressive gains. 


Dear Comrades, 


You are conscious of the fact that our country has 
suffered in the past and is still suffering from the frag- 
mentation which was imposed upon it by British colonial- 
ism in collusion with the feudal royal regime of the Imam. 
The imperialist forces tried to make use of this fragmen- 
tation to widen the conflict in Yemen and provoke ex- 
cruciating civil war, but our faith in the unity of the 
Yemeni people and territory made as shun war and creat- 
ed a favourable climate conducive to the realization of 
unity. 
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We believe that the Yemeni unity with its democratic 
and progressive content, is the future of the Yemeni 
people, and would only be opposed by the agents of im- 
perialism and reaction, who are traitors to their country. 


We, dear comrades, look to the accord of unity from 
a democratic and progressive angle which is basically link- 
ed to the unity of the working class and the unity of the 
peasants in Yemen, as well as the unity of all the forces 
and classes which have real interests in the future of the 
Yemeni revolution and whose spokesmen are the democ- 
ratic, national forces in both parts of the country as a 
vanguard leading the broad masses of the people... 


We are confident that a unified Yemen is a Yemen 
hostile to colonialism, both old and new, a democratic, 
progressive Yemen which should form part of the forces 
of liberation, progress, socialism and peace. 


Dear Comrades and Friends, 


Your presence by our side in this meeting has brought 
inte prominence the reality of the future of Yemen, which 
cannot but be part of the Arab and world national libera- 
tion movement, and whose relationship with the socialist 
camp will be fostered, as the latter has always stood by 
the struggle of our people and that of the Arab liberation 
movement. 


We here once more affirm our close strategic link 
with you in the unified struggle against imperialism and 
reactionary forces for the sake of national independence 
and social progress. 
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In conclusion, I wish this Session success in all its 
activities so that the national liberation movement in Asia 
and Africa may acquire further unity and strength 
against its enemies, and score further victomes for the 
realization of a brighter future for mankind : a future of 
progress, socialism and peace.

Dear Brothers, 


It is both an honour and a pleasure for me to speak

In this massive gathering, I convey my profound 
thanks to our brother Abdel Fattah Ismail, Secretary 
General of the Central Committee of the Political Organi- 
zation — The National Front — as well as to our brother 
salem Rabei Ali, Assistant Secretary General of the 
Central Committee and our brothers the members of the 
political bureau. We also thank the Central Committee, 
the members and youth of the Political Organization and 
the valiant and brotherly people of the People’s Democ- 
ratic Republic of Yemen, for their hospitality and ge- 
nuine cooperation. We also express our deep apprecia- 
tion for the genuine efforts which have and are still 
being exerted toward achieving maximum success for 
this session. 


Democratic Yemen is a country dear to us, the re- 
presentatives of liberation and revolutionary forces in 
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Africa and Asia. To us it is a valiant and pioneering van- 
guard which carves its way with profound determination 
and awareness in order to achieve prosperity and raise 
the standard of the working forces of the peoples, fol- 
lowing their heroic struggle to wrench freedom and in- 
dependence from the colonialist grip, a struggle for which 
they spared no sacrifices or blood. 


Dear Brothers and Friends, 

This 12th Session of the Executive Committee is of 
special significance whether by virtue of the important 
items on its agenda which involve vital issues or its tim- 
ing which coincides with the 15th Anniversary of the 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organization. 


The international situation today is in favour of the 
forces hostile to imperialism and colonialism, racism and 
Zionism. Another feature is the mounting and irresistible 
strength of the tide of national liberation. This is so at 
a time when imperialism clings to its tottering posi- 
tions and desperately launches counter attacks against 
our peoples, becoming ever more fierce in its overt and 
covert aggression under the guise of neo-colonialism. 


This situation in which the balance of world power 
is tipped in favour of our just and legitimate struggle 
for freedom, independence and justice comes in the wake 
of a historic and eventful era which may rightly be con- 
sidered as an outstanding turning point in the history 
of the Afro-Asian peoples. It is in fact the era in which 
more of our countries achieved independence and in 
which national governments were set up to shoulder the 
burden of social development, liquidate the colonialist 
legacy and surge forward towards a new life. 
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This is precisely the era in which our Organization 
has waged its struggle for fifteen years, and reinforced 
the mainstays of its militant activity, as well as laid 
down the foundation of a broad and popular movement. 
It was also during this period that it undertook its long 
march at the vanguard of the closely-united ranks of 
our peoples, struggling unrelentingly and supporting 
with all our strength the movement of national libera- 
tion in Africa, Asia and Latin America equally. In so 
doing, it surmounted all obstacles and minor differences 
incessantly fostering our efforts to consolidate the 
struggle of our people. Despite all the political, religious 
and ideological differences, and all the divergences in 
their social structure or political programmes, the Afro- 
Asian peoples, have been able to deepen their conception 
of Afro-Asian Solidarity, and to set up the framework 
of broad unity between the major political and social 
forces in both the African and Asian continents, and to 
consolidate cooperation between them and the interna- 
tional socialist and democratic forces, and most particu- 
larly between them and the socialist countries with the 
Soviet Union at the forefront. 


During this historic era, the Afro-Asian Peoples’ So- 
lidarity Organization was and still is a persevering force 
which has resolved to fulfil its pledge for the struggle 
to reinforce, safeguard and promote this unity. 


It is our right, today, after fifteen years of struggle, 
to cherish the role played by us in support of our peo- 
ples’ struggle and its upsurge with all means at our dis- 
posal and in extending all possible assistance, whether 
political, material cr moral, to the Afro-Asian libera- 
tion movements some of which have become, after their

victory, the ruling parties and the effective political forces 
in their country and others are still struggling and reso- 
lutely heading towards the realization of freedom and 
independence for their peoples. 


As it celebrates, today, its 15th Anniversary, our Or- 
ganization rightly considers itself one of the basic main- 
stays in the world struggle against imperialism, colonial- 
ism and racism in our contemporary age and a force of 
great weight in the world anti-imperialist front. 


Our 5th Congress, held in Cairo, at the beginning of 
the past year, constituted a historic landmark in our ex- 
tensive road of struggle which proceeds from victory to 
victory and at the same time places on our shoulder 
greater duties and deepens our consciousness of the tasks 
incumbent on us. 


I will not deal at length with the achievements of 
our Organisation throughout these fifteen years, a cherish- 
ed part of our lives together which we faced side by side 
with its good and bitter aspects, a history depicted by the 
historic documents on the occasion of that Anniversary. 
However, I wish to affirm our renewed belief in our effec- 
tive principles and our full confidence that we have ac- 
complished our duties and we will rise to the level of de- 
fiance imposed by the current international situation. The 
Afro-Asian Solidarity represented by our Organisation 
and involving broad sectors of millions. of our peoples, has 
become one of the realities of that age and a force to 
be taken into account. 


The Afro-Asian peoples proved that they rely on the 
close militant solidarity among their ranks and that they 
are able to direct telling blows to the common enemy. They 
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are struggling relentlessly against aggressive imperialism, 
classical colonialist forces, fascist racist regimes, Zionist 
Israel, neo-colonialist forces, the world exploitive capital- 
ist monopolies.

We have positively participated throughout fifteen 
years in the struggle of our peoples and significantly con- 
tributed to the realization of the independence of coun- 
tries whose peoples were engaged in bitter struggie such 
as Algeria, Kenya, Tanzania, Uganda, etc... and strove for 
the consolidation of their independence. 


We also extended all possible assistance to the Afri- 
can liberation movements in the Portuguese colonies and 
in Southern Africa against Portuguese colonialism and 
racial discrimination. 


Furthermore, we supported the struggle of the Arab 
peoples for the liberation of their occupied territories fol- 
lowing the Israeli imperialist aggression and the restitu- 
tion of the Palestinian people’s rights, particularly their 
right to self-determination, for the reinforcement of the 
broad Arab liberation movement and for the free disposal 
of the Arab countries’ resources for independent develop- 
ment end within the context of international co-operation 
on the basis of equality. 


We further accomplished our duty towards the heroic 
people of Vietnam until they scored their brilliant victory. 
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The effectiveness and vitality of our Organisation 
was enhanced through its participation in that struggle 
as it is organically and closely linked with the destiny 
of our peoples.

We have recently been shocked by the loss of one of 
the greatest and most prominent militant leaders, the late 
Amilcar Cabral who has actively, and positively partici- 
pated in all our conferences and meetings since 1961, as 
well as contributed in an unforgettable manner in conso- 
hidating this Organization... 


We owe him profound gratitude and we cherish his 
creative effort and prominent personality and we will pur- 
sue the struggle he has launched. The struggle of his 
people will continue more than ever, in reaffirmation of 
the tremendous contribution Cabral offered to his people 
and all the peoples.

In a very joyful and enthusiastic atmosphere felt by 
the Vietnamese people and the world peoples at the ending 
of the war and restoration of peace in Vietnam, I would.

Secretary General of the A.A.P.S.O., the Presidium, dis- 
tinguished delegates and guests who have come from the 
five continents to attend the Conference today, for your 
active support extended so far to the Vietnamese people’s 
struggle against the U.S. aggressors for national salva- 
tion. 
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I would like also to convey to the people of the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen — which is seething 
with revolutionary enthusiasm and anti-imperialism — the 
warm greetings and sincere thanks of the Vietnamese 
people. 


Kvespected Mr. Chairman, 
and respected delegates. 


As you all know, over the last 18 years, the 21 mil- 
lion people in the North together with the 17 million 
people in the South, who can only be authoritically sup- 
ported by the National Front for Liberation and the Pro- 
visional Revolutionary Government of the Republic of 
South Vietnam, have persistently and constantly fought, 
overcome untold hardships and sacrifices, frustrated one 
after another every strategic and tactical manoeuvres of 
the aggressors, and after more than four years of hard 
and tense talks, the agreement on ending the war and 
restoring peace in Vietnam was signed. 


As provided fcr by the Agreement, the United States 
of America and other countries respect the independence, 
sovereignty, unity and territorial integrity of Vietnam, the 
United States of America must stop its war of agegres- 
sion, put an end to its military involvement and inter- 
ference into the internal affairs of South Vietnam. 


The national right to self-determination and democra- 
tic liberties of the South Vietnamese people must be res- 
pected, and the South Vietnamese people shall decide 
themselves their political future through really free and 
democratic general elections. 
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The reunification of Vietnam shall be carried out step 
by step through peaceful means. 


With the signed Agreement, the Vietnamese people’s 
struggle against the U.S. aggression for national salvation 
has won a very glorious victory. This is, indeed, a very 
great victory of people’s struggle against foreign aggres- 
sion. 


The signing of the «Agreement on ending the war and 
restoring peace in Vietnam» is a very great and extremely 
glorious victory, not only for the war of resistance of 
the Vietnamese people, but also for the militant solidarity 
binding the peoples of Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia in 
the struggle against the same enemy. This is also a vic- 
tory of epochal significance of the forces of socialism, na- 
tional independence, democracy and peace, and of the 
freedom and justice-loving people all over the world. 


We owe this great victory to the correct line of the 
Vietnam Workers’ Party which has struggled with per- 
severance on the political, military and diplomatic fronts, 
to the unity of the whole Party and the entire people to 
fight with the firm resolve to win under the banner of 
President Ho Chi Minh’s teaching that «Nothing is more 
precious than independence and freedom». 


This victory of our national struggle is also the re- 
sult of the wholehearted support and great assistance ac- 
corded us by the Soviet Union, China, the other socialist 
countries, nationalist countries, international organizations 
and all the peace- and justice-loving nations and peoples 
throughout the world. 


On this occasion, I wish to express the heartfelt 
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thanks of the Vietnamese people, the D.R.V.N. Govern- 
ment and the Vietnam Committee for Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity to our brothers and friends all over the five 
continents for their precious sympathy and support. 


Respected Mr. Chairman, 
and respected delegates, 


The victorious conclusion of the resistance against 
U.S. aggression, for national salvation, has ushered in @ 
new turning point in the Vietnamese revolution. The sign- 
ed Agreement is the political and legal basis ensuring the 
fundamental national rights of our people, and the sacred. 
right to self-determination of our compatriots in the 
South, this victory is the steady basis for our people to 
march forward and win new victories and achieve the na- 
tional democratic revolution throughout the country. 


This victory, however, is but an initial one. The people 
in both the South and the North of our country will have 
to go through another difficult and complicated struggle 
before reaching our goal: the building of a peaceful, 
united, independent, democratic, prosperous and strong 
Vietnam. Great difficulties are still ahead of the people 
in South Vietnam, because the forces of militarism and 
fascism — instruments of neo-colonialism have not yet 
given up their design of sabotage against peace, and have 
not stopped trying to block our people’s advance toward 
independence and freedom. 


In their January 28, 1973, appeal the Central Com- 
mittee and Government of the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam have pointed out that the immediate task of the 
entire Vietnamese people is to strengthen their unity, to 
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maintain high vigilance at all times, to do their utmost 
to consolidate the Victories already won, to maintain last- 
ing peace, to vigorously push forward socialist construc- 
tion in the North, to achieve independence and democracy 
in the South, and to proceed to the peaceful reunification 
of the Fatherland. In the South, under the glorious ban- 
ner of the National Front for Liberation and the Provi- 
sional Revolutionary Government of the Republic of South 
Vietnam, their oniy authentic representative, the South 
Vietnamese people will struggle for the full implementa- 
tion of the Paris Agreement on Vietnam, the realization 
of the democratic liberties and national concord so as to 
stabilize the situation in South Vietnam and eventually to 
organize general elections. 


The Vietnamese people and the D.R.V.N. Government 
have solemnly declared that they would seriously and 
scrupulously implement all the provisions of the Paris 
Agreement and demanded that all parties signatory res- 
pect this Agreement and fully implement it. This is a very 
important, and at the same time very difficult and com- 
plicated struggle, because the U.S. and the Saigon adminis- 
tration are still trying to violate the Agreement. They 
have repeatedly violated the ceasefire. Over the last 20 
days, the Saigon administration has at no time stopped 
using guns and bombs. They have launched thousands of 
police operations and mop-ups on a large scale throughout 
all the provinces stretching from Quang Tri to Ca Mau 
Cape. In each nibbling operation, they mobilized from 1 
to 4 battalions and 1 squadron or 2 armoured regiments 
to attack the liberated areas. 


Far from securing the democratic liberties to the 
South Vietnamese people, they have, on the contrary, pro- 
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mulgated a series of fascist laws and pursued their sinister 
manoeuvre to eliminate the patriots still being detained by 
them. More serious still, they began to provoke and create 
difficulties and obstacles to the activities of the military 
delegations of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam and 
the Revolutionary Provisional Government of the Republic 
of South Vietnam. 


To let the South Vietnamese people be able to defend 
peace, exercise their democratic liberties and achieve na- 
tional concord, independence and democracy, the world 
peoples’ support toward the Vietnamese people to demand 
the United States and the Saigon administration to scru- 
pulously and fully implement the Agreement has now be- 
come very important and urgent.

On the Lao problem : 


The Vietnamese people warmly hail the victories of 
great strategic significance recorded by the Lao people 
under the clearsighted leadership of the Lao Patriotic 
Front. These victories have led to the results of the Vien- 
tiane peace talks. The correct stand full of good-will of 
the Lao Patriotic Front, which is waging a tireless strug- 
gle for a peaceful, independent, neutral, democratic, unit- 
ed and prosperous Laos, is enjoying broad support from 
the Lao people and the public opinion in the world. 


On February 22, 1973 the two sides of Laos signed in 
Vientiane an agreement on restoring peace and achieving 
national concord in Laos, thus responding to the earnest 
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aspiration of Lao people and the world peoples as well. 
This is a great victory for the Lao people which creates 
favourable conditions for the Lao people to advance for- 
ward and win new and yet greater victories.

On the Cambodia problem :

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have resisted Zicnist colonization since the 1917 Balfour 
Declaration and pursued their successive revolutions 
against this colonialist invasion have once again at the 
outlet of 1965 resumed their armed struggle, although 
colonialism had imagined that 20 years of vagrancy and 
refugee life were sufficient to annihilate the Palestinian 
people and their national character.

STATEMENT ON THE ISRAELI ATTACK AGAINST 
A LIBYAN CIVILIAN PLANE 


The Heads of Delegations of the 12th Session of the 
Executive Committee of AAPSO. have issued the fol- 
lowing statement : 


Israel has, once again, added a new savage crime to 
its record of savagery against innocenf civilians, men, wo- 
men and children. This inhuman crime of attacking and 
shooting down a Libyan civilian plane that lost its way, 
is a flagrant violation of all human principles and values. 


This new Israeli crime reflects the highest level of 
treachery and tar exceeds any imagination. It ds not a 
violation of International law only but also of all the 
principles known to humanity all along history. Indeed it 
is a vile crime against defenceless civilians, including wo- 
men and children. 


The Executive Committee of AAPSO in its 12th Ses- 
sion convened in Aden, while strongly denouncing this 
crime which once again bears proof to the aggressive 
nature of Israel which led in the past to numerous mas- 
sacres as those of Deir Yassin and Bahr el Bagqar, stresses 
the direct complicity of U.S. imperialism with Israel. The 
four Phantoms which attacked the civilian plane, as if 
they were engaged in an air battle, were Phantom planes 
which have been liberally and irresponsibly supplied to 
Israel by the U.S. Government. 


The Executive Committee puts the onus of the blame 
on the allies of Israel, who kept silent in the face of Israel’s 
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previous crimes. This new crime explodes the myth of 
Israel’s quest for peace in the area and underlines the 
danger emanating from the continued supply of military 
and material aid to Israel which it uses to carry out its 
criminal policy of aggression. 

The Executive Committee, shocked by this crime, de- 
mands that all military and material aid to Israel should 
be stopped forthwith and calls upon the United Nations 
and the International Civil Aviation Organisation to take 
all the necessary measures against Israel which perpetrat- 
ed this unparallelled crime and to stand on the side of 
humanity. 

The Executive Committee calls upon World Public 
Opinion, having now shaken off any misapprehension 
about the criminal intentions of Israel, to raise its voice 
high against this crime, affirming that silence now will 
amount to moral participation in the crime itself. It de- 
mands that World Conscience should move to put an end 
to this continucus human tragedy, by dealing with the 
root of the problem, and insisting on the return of the 
usurped land to its legitimate inhabitants, and the res- 
titution of the national rights of the Arab Palestinian 
people.

DECLARATION ON THE DEATH SENTENCES 
AGAINST PALESTINIAN MILITANTS IN JORDAN 


The Heads of Delegations at the 12th Session of the 
AAPSO Executive Committee have issued the following 
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declaration on the death sentences against the Palestinian 
militants in Jordan : 


The Palestinian Resistance not only as one of the 
national liberation forces but also in the persons of its 
militants, is subjected to a horrible terrorist campaign 
waged by the Jordanian regime. 


In spite of the resolutions of the last conference of 
the Arab Foreign Ministers and despite the unanimity 
of the masses of the Arab people everywhere confirming 
the claim of the resistance’s right to exercise its activities 
from Jordan into the occupied land, as a part of the battle 
of the Arab nation against the Israeli aggression and as 
a guarantee of the legitimate national rights of the Pales- 
tinian people, the Jordanian authorities have undertaken 
a new wide-scale campaign of arrests against the militant 
Palestinians and have subjected them to the worst kinds 
of body tortures. Many of them have been executed whilst 
others, including the well-known Palestinian militant Abou 
Daoud, await death sentences. 


The Executive Committee of AAPSO meeting in 
Aden at its 12th Session, whilst condemning with utmost 
indignation these oppressive measures aimed at the Pa- 
lestinian revolution, exhorts the world public opinion to 
raise its voice in solidarity with the victims of the puppet 
Jordanian regime and to demand the immediate release 
of all the Palestinian fighters now in jail. It claims anew 
the right of the Palestinian revolution to use all the Arab 
lands for the sake of combating the Zionist forces of 
occupation.

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GENERAL DECLARATION 


The 12th A.A.P.S8.0. Executive Committee meeting 
was held in Aden, the capital of People’s Democratic Re- 
public of Yemen, from February 24 till February 27, 
1973. Over a hundred delegates participated in this Ses- 
sion, representing 38 Afro-Asian countries and 16 re- 
gional and international anti-imperialist organizations 
and solidarity committees from socialist countries. 


The 12th Executive Committee meeting coincides 
with the 15th Anniversary of our Organization. The role 
of AAPSO in the general global developments and in par- 
ticular in the Afro-Asian region has been of paramount 
importance. Since its establishment AAPSO has served 
as the militant headquarters for the progressive move- 
ments and has contributed considerably. to the politico- 
economical transformations in the Afro-Asian world. It 
has proved an important factor of anti-imperialist strug- 
gle and an effective instrument of rendering assistance 
to the peoples waging a struggle against imperialism, colo- 
nialism, racism and aggression, for freedom, independence 
and social progress. It represents an incarnation of the 
idea of anti-imperialist unity, a unity of all the pro- 
gressive patriotic forces in the Afro-Asian World, their 
alliance with world socialism and the international de- 
mocratic movement. 


The struggle against colonialism and racial discrimi- 
nation continues, but it also becomes an urgent task to 
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face the neo-colonialist infiltration that tends to recolo- 
nise in a more subtle way the newly independent coun- 
tries. Wars by proxy are now utilized by the imperialist 
circles to soothe the mounting internal reaction in their 
respective countries. The new imperialist attitude should 
be met on the part of anti-imperialist forces by a more 
agile, but more militant action. 


The unity of the anti-imperialist forces becomes a 
paramount duty and the AAPSO must play a decisive 
role for this global anti-imperialist front. 


In the face of the aggressiveness which characterizes 
world imperialism in certain regions of the world, which 
is becoming more and \more audacious, thus arousing 
intensive anxiety on the one hand; in the face of ideo- 
logical differences, contradictory positions and disparity 
in political stands of the member countries of AAPSO 
on the other, the 12th Executive Committee in reference 
to the preparatory activities of the 5th Congress, calls 
upon the Permanent Secretariat of the Afro-Asian Peo- 
ples’ Solidarity Organization and all member organiza- 
tions to take immediate action directed to the unity of 
socialist forces and the national liberation forces for an 
ever-increasing effective solidarity among the Afro-Asian 
countries and further consolidation of unity of action 
among the werld progressive and revolutionary forces. 


The 5th AAPSO Conference has been an important 
landmark in the history of our movement. It has demor- 
strated a higher level of political and ideological maturity. 
It has also confirmed that AAPSO has considerable pos: 
sibilities at its disposal in the cause of supporting the 
Afro-Asian peoples and consolidating their ranks on a 
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clear anti-imperialist and international basis. The deve- 
lopments and events in the period after the oth Confer- 
ence confirm the correctness of its evaluations, conclu- 
sions and resolutions. 


The struggle between the forces of progress, peace, 
democracy and social and national liberation on one hand 
and the forces of imperialism, colonialism and aggression 
on the other has taken a more severe form. In spite of 
the desperate attempts of the forces of oppression, the 
world liberation mevement has been growing stronger 
and has been successfully overcoming the difficulties. 
The unity of action of world socialism, the interna- 
tional working-class and national liberation movement 
has been strengthened. Working as a single unit these 
forces have scored new victories in the struggle against 
imperialism. 

The signing of the agreement on the cessation of 
hostilities and restoration of peace in Vietnam is an event 
of historic significance. It is an outstanding achievement 
of the heroic people of Vietnam and of all the anti-im- 
perialist forces. It is a vivid testimony that international 
imperialism cannot decide the destinies of the peoples and 
impose its will on them. 


The victory of the people of Vietnam has become 
possible primarily thanks to the heroism and courage of 
its people and also thanks to the great assistance which 
was rendered to Vietnam by the socialist countries, the 
anti-war movement in the U.S. and all the peace-loving 
forces of the world. The world public opinion must 
be vigilant to safeguard the victory of Vietnam and help 
the reconstruction of the country. 
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The Conference supports without reservation the 
Declaration of 25/2/1973 of the Provisional Revolution- 
ary Government of the Republic of South Vietnam con- 
demning the repeated and deliberate violations of the 
Paris Agreement, and demands the U.S. government and 
the Saigon administration to apply seriously and strictly 
all the provisions of the Agreement for the safeguarding 
of peace and the quick stabilization of the situation. 


The Executive Committee welcomes the victory of 
the Lao peopie and demands the immediate cessation of 
aggression in Cambodia and reconfirms the right of the 
Indochinese people to decide by themselves their future 
and their destiny. 


The meeting supports the line of the Government 
of the DPRK, for reunification of the homeland in fuil 
independence, without any foreign interference and 
thraugh peaceful means and the joint declaration of 
North and South Korea published on the basis of the 
three principles of the reunification of the country. It 
vigorously condemns the attempts by U.S. imperialism 
and South Korean authorities to provoke a new war and 
demands that the South Korean authorities strictly im- 
plement the provisions contained in the North-South 
Joint Declaration. 


A.A.P.S.O. supports the collective security efforts of 
the Asian countries and demands the elimination of all 
imperialist foreign military bases and pacts in Asia. 


Imperialism, Zionism and the reactionary forces are 
intensifying their criminal acts in the Middle East. In 
spite of the continuing aggression of Israel against Arab 
countries, the Arab liberation movement is developing

successfully, and Israel, supported by: the U.S.A. and 
other imperialist powers are unable to dictate their will 
on the Arab nations. The recent attacks against Syria 
and Lebanon met with adequate resistance from the 
armed forces of these countries and the Palestinian re- 
sistance movement. The shooting of the Libyan civil 
aircraft and other criminal acts of Israel have increased 
Israel’s international isolation and reaffirmed Israel as 
an insolent aggressor defying the generally accepted prin- 
ciples of international law. 


The U.S. military circles are aiming at an Arabisa- 
tion of the issue by trying to isolate the Palestinian re- 
sistance, deprive them of their grounds of operation and 
transform the battle into an intra-Arab friction. 


The recent attempts of imperialism and reaction to 
wipe out the Palestinian resistance movement have suf- 
fered defeat. In spite of the existing difficulties the Pales- 
tinian resistance movement is successfully developing, and 
consolidating its ranks on a consistent anti-imperialist 
patriatic basis. 


The international prestig.. of the Palestinian resist- 
ance movement has noticeably grown, the ties of the Pales- 
tine fighters with progressive forces of the Arab world, 
socialist states and international democratic movement 
have been strengthened. The Beirut Conference of the pro- 
gressive Arab forces in support of the Palestine revolu- 
tion, held last November, has been an important act of 
solidarity with the Palestine resistance movement. 


This effort should be strengthened with the aim or 
consolidating a wide Arab front, to mobilize all Arab 
potentialities for the war of liberation. 
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AAPSO reaffirms its unreserved stand that there can 
be no peace in the Middle East without complete restora- 
tion of the just Palestinian national rights and without 
complete cessation of the U.S. efforts te achieve partial 
defeatist agreements. 


AAPSO supports the armed struggle of the Pales- 
tinians, considers P.L.O. as the only legitimate represen- 
tative of the Arab people of Palestine, calls for the re- 
lease of all detainees, condemns the death sentences pass- 
ed on Palestinian patriots and calls on the Arab coun- 
tries to enabie the Palestinian revolution to exercise its. 
full right to freedom of action and to operate from all 
the countries where the Palestinian people live. 


Recently the Arab countries have achieved more con- 
trol on their national resources by challenging the West- 
ern oil monopolies in the Middle East. The nationalisa- 
tion by Iraq and Syria of the property of Iraq Petroleum 
Company and the B.P. in Libya have been of special im- 
portance. The economic emancipation of the Arab coun- 
tries and the control of their resources in favour of their 
revolution will prove a decisive constructive factor in the 
area, and an effective weapon in the struggle against im- 
perialism, Zionism and aggression. 


The AAPSO together with other anti-imperialist for- 
ces has rendered its resolute assistance to the lawful 
measures ‘taken by Iraq and Syria. 


The anti-imperialist liberation movement in the 
Arabian Peninsula and in the zone of the Arab Gulf scor- 
ed great successes last year against the increased U.S. 
aggression and local reactionary regimes (Iran, Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia). 
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The Executive Commtitee declares its support to the 
heroic struggle waged by the people of Oman and the 
Arabian Gulf under the leadership of the People’s Front 
for the liberation of Oman and the Arabian Gulf. AAPSO 
demands the elimination of all foreign military bases in 
the area. The fact that the Executive Committee meeting 
takes place in Aden is significant of the important recent 
developments in this area. The People’s Democratic Re- 
public of Yemen led by the National Front is in the van- 
guard of the revolutionary progressive forces in this area. 


AAPSO expresses its full support to the People's 
Democratic Republic of Yemen and condemns all con- 
spiracies by the U.S., the U.K. and Saudi Arabian reac- 
tionaries, and their interference in the internal affairs of 
the Yemeni people aiming at hindering their social pro- 
gress and unity. 


Achieving deep transformations in the interest of 
the working masses, the People’s Democratic Republic of 
Yemen is confidently developing along the path of inde- 
penaence and progress, resisting the sabotage and the 
military and economic blockade of the imperialist circles 
and their lackeys who are trying in vain to overthrow 
the progressive regime of the People’s Democratic Re- 
public of Yemen.

AAPSO expresses 
its support to the independent African states which be- 
come victim of intimidation and aggression by imperial- 
ism, colonialism and racial regimes, because of their stand 
of solidarity to the national liberation movements. 


We call for complete independence, and elimination 
of all foreign military bases in Africa. 


AAPSO notes with pride the important role played 
by women in all spheres of activities. 


During one year since the 5th AAPSO Conference 
the independent states of Asia and Africa have done a 
great deal to overcome the heavy burden of their colonial 
past, to achieve economic independence, to secure social 
and cultural. progress, and to raise the living standards 
of the popular masses. The struggle of the Afro-Asian

peoples against neo-colonialism and economic expansion 
of imperialist states have been consolidated and streng- 
thened. The countries of socialist orientation have attain- 
ed extremely good results following the development 
along this path. 


The 12th AAPSO Executive Committee Meeting con- 
siders it necessary to stress the fact that the struggle, 
which is being waged by the Afro-Asian peoples against 
colonialism, imperialism and racism, for freedom, inde- 
pendence and social progress, enjoys all-round assistance 
and aid on the part of the Soviet Union, other socialist 
states, and all the progressive forces in the world. The 
strengthening of the militant alliance of the peoples of 
Asia and Africa with world socialism, and the interna- 
tional democratic movement is an important condition 
for the successful development of the liberation move- 
ment in the Afro-Asian world. In this sense our Organi- 
zation should actively support the convening of the World 
Congress for Peace, Security and National Independence 
to be held in Moscow this year. 


The participants of the 12th AAPSO Executive Com- 
mittee Meeting underline the fact that, in spite of the 
waning influence of the imperialist and reactionary for- 
ces In the international arena, they still continue to fight 
for domination, for the preservation of their last vestiges 
and pursue a pclicy of aggression, coercion, and black- 
mail. 

U.S. imperialism, having sustained a severe defeat 
in Indochina, continues to lay obstacles to the Indo- 
chinese peoples in fulfilling their lawful right for an in- 
dependent development without foreign interference. 


The Middle East remains a dangerous hotbed of 
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international tension ; the Jsraeli aggressors, encouraged 
by international imperialism and Zionism, refuse to with- 
draw their troops from the occupied Arab lands, and re- 
cognize the just national and historical rights of the Arab 
people of Palestine. 

The forces of imperialism, colonialism and reaction 
try to strangle the national-liberation movement of the 
African peoples. The treacherous murder of Amilcar 
Cabral, leader of PAIGC, an active leader in the Afro- 
Asian solidarity movement, the provocations of the rac~ 
ist regimes against independent African countries, sub- 
stantial political, military and economic aid of the im. 
perialist powers to racist and colonialist regimes — all 
these testify that the imperialist and reactionary circles 
are organizing a counter-attack against African nations 
with the aim of subordinating them to their will. 


Under these conditicns the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Soli- 
darity Organization considers, as one of its primary 
tasks, the strengthening of the militant alliance of the 
Afro-Asian peoples; the. consolidation of all patriotic 
forces of the Afro-Asian world on a consistent anti-im- 
perialism basis, the widening of cooperation between the 
countries of Asia and Africa, the socialist forces and all 
democratic movements in the world. 

AAPSO ealls upon the Afro-Asian peoples and all 
the progressive forces to intensify their struggle against 
the aggressive tendencies of imperialism and reaction and 
to counter-act the intrigues of neo-colonialism. 

We have an urgent task to consolidate our ranks and 
enter the final offensive for the elimination of impe- 
rialism, colonialism:, racism and neo-colonialism, for the 
establishment of peace, freedom and social progress.

RESOLUTION OF VIETNAM 


Concerning Vietnam, the 12th Session of the Execu- 
tive Committee of AAPSO, unanimously approves the 
following : 


1. It warmly greets the most great and _ brilliant 
victory of the people of Vietnam whose heroic 
and relentless resistance brought about the ces- 
sation of war and the establishment of peace in 
accordance with the accord signed in Paris on 
the 27th of January, 1973. 
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2. 


In view of the current situation in South Viet- 
nam, the Committee energetically denounces and 
condemns the multiple violations of the Paris ac- 
cord on the part of the U.S. administration and 
Saigon authorities and all manoeuvres designed. 
to sabotage peace, manoeuvres characterized by 
operations of re-seizure of areas and ‘“‘pacifica- 
tion» of the liberated zones under the control of 
the Provisional Revolutionary Government of the 
Republic of South Vietnam. 


It condemns the police operations of suppression 
against the population still under the Saigon au- 
thorities which do not hesitate to resort to per- 
Fidious manoeuvres to retard the release of de- 
tained patriots and to physically liquidate them 
in secrecy, 


It further denounces the difficulties created for 
the Vietnam military delegations, member in the 
quadripartite commission in Vietnam with a view 
to undermining their mission. 


It voices full support for the deelaration of the 
Provisional Revolutionary Government of the Re- 
public of South Vietnam issued on the 25th of 
February 1973 vis-a-vis the most grave violations 
of the Paris accord, violations that are carried 
out systematically and on a wide-scale on the 


part of the U.S. administration and the Govern- 


ment of Saigon. 


It reaffirms unreserved support for the just. cause 
of the Vietnamese people ; edification of social- 
ism in the North, achievement of national democ- 
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2. 


ratic revolution in the South along with the peace- 
ful reunification of the country. It particularly 
supports the people of South Vietnam in their 
just struggle for the consolidation of peace, rea- 
lization of national concord, rapid stabilization of 
the situation in Vietnam so as to pave the way 
for the general election and for the establish- 
ment of an independent, free, democratic, pacific 
and prosperous Vietnam. 


It demands that. the U.S. administration and the 
Saigon regime should promptly stop their policy 
of Vietnamization of the war and strictly respect 
and implement all provisions of the Paris accord 
on Vietnam, notably : 


— To immediately halt all military activities 
against the zones controlled by the Provision- 
al Revolutionary Government on the Republic 
of South Vietnam, te stop all police operations 
against the population under their control and 
to grant all democratic liberties provided for 
by the Paris accord. 


— To release as gcon as possible all detained pa- 
triots, to stop at once all manoeuvres preme- 
ditated for the physical liquidation of the de- 
tainees and to ensure their security and good 
treatment before their release. 


— To withdraw, at the set date, all troops, ad- 
visors, military personnel, war equipment of 
the U.S.A. and its satellites and to dismantle 
all U.S. military bases established in South 
Vietnam. 


— To provide all facilities for the normal acti- 
vities of both delegations of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of South Vietnam 
and the Democratic Republic of Vietnam, 
members in the quadripartite military com- 
mission. 


— To form, at the set date, and on all levels, 
tripartite Councils of Reconciliation and Na- 
tional Concord so as to enable the people of 
South Vietnam to decide by themselves their 
politica! future without foreign interference. 


. It appeals to the governments and peoples of Asia 
and Africa, to all governments and peoples cf 
the whole world to maintain their support to 
the people of Vietnam in the political and ma- 
terial fields as well as in the diplomatic field re- 
presented in the recognition of the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam and the Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government of South Vietnam and the 
establishment of diplomatic relations therewith. 


. It is fully convinced that the heroic Vietnamese 
people which is determined to carry on the strug- 
gle and which enjoys constant and firm support 
on the international level, will score other re- 
sounding victories for the maintenance of per- 
manent peace and reconstruction of its country.

1. Expresses its great joy and its most heartfelt 
congratulations to the Lao people under the wise 
leadership of the Lao Patriotic Front for the 
greatest victory they have scored in their per- 
sistent and heroic struggle against U.S. and Thai 
interventions and aggression: the peace agree- 
ment has been signed on February 22, 1973 put- 
ting an end to war and restoring peace to Laos. 

2. Strongly denounces and condemns U.S. bombings 
on the Lao territory although the cease-fire 
agreement is already in force. 

3. Reaffirms its total and incessant support to the 
Lao people in their struggle to maintain a lasting 
peace, realize national concord, and build a peace- 
ful, independent, democratic, united, neutral and 
prosperous Laos. 

4, Demands that the U.S. and the Vientiane admi- 
nistration strictly respect all the provisions of 
the Accord signed in Vientiane by the two Lao 
parties in order to allow the Lao people to decide 
for themselves their own political future without 
foreign interference. 


AAPSO is fully confident that the Lao people filled 
with the spirit of militant solidarity and national concord 
will certainly score more resounding victories in the main- 
tenance of peace, the realization of national concord and 
the reconstruction of their country. 
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CAMBODIA 


With regard to Cambodia, the Executive Committee 
of the A.A.P.S.O. demands that the Nixon Administra- 


tion : 


1. Stops totaily and unconditionally the bombard- 


ments carried out against the entire Cambodian 
territory by its air forces and those of its allies 
in Bangkok and Saigon. 


Withdraws totally and unconditionally from Cam- 
bodia all U.S. military forces and those of its al- 
lies and satellites, as well as all advisers, experts, 
military and civil technical personnel. 


Ceases totally and unconditionally all aid and sup- 
port in whatever form to the agent regime of 
Lon Nol, Sirik Matak and Son Ngoc Thanh, the 
tools of its aggression against Cambodia and the 
Cambodian people. 


The Executive Committee fully supports the posi- 
tion taken by the Royal Government of the Na- 
tional Union of Cambodia in the declaration made 
on January 26 by Samdech Norodom Sihanouk, 
Cambodian Head of State, Samdech Pen Nouth, 
Prime Minister and M. Khieu Samphan, Deputy 
Prime Minister and Minister of National Defence 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Popular Armed 
Forces of the National Liberation of Cambodia-and 
that made on January 28 by M. Khieu Samphan, 
Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of National 
Defence, Mr. Hou Yuon, Minister of the Interior 
and Mr. Hu Nim, Minister of Information and Pro- 
paganda. The Cambodian problem cannot be solv- 
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ed except in accordance with the five points con- 
tained in the Declaration made by Samdech Noro- 
dom Sihanouk on March 23, 1970 and with the 
political programme of the National United Front 
of Kampuchea. 

The Executive Committee launches an urgent ap- 
peal to all the progressive peace and just-loving 
governments and peoples so that they may unre- 
servedly and massively support this just position 
of GRUNG. It finally launches an urgent appeal 
to all countries so that they may recognize de jure 
and en masse the GRUNC, if they have failed to 
do so, so far, as the only legal and legitimate gov- 
ernment authentically representing the Cambodian 
people. The recognition always constitutes for the 
GRUNC the most valuable form of aid in its strug- 
gle for national salvation. 


RESOLUTION ON KOREA 


The Executive Committee Session of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization held in Aden from 24-27 
February, 1973 paid deep attention to the Kcrean situa- 
tion. 

The Session fully supports the just line of the 
D.P.R.K. Government and the struggle of the Korean peo- 
ple for realizing the country's reunification by the Korean 
people themselves independently on democratic principles 
and by peaceful means without interference of any out- 
side forces. 


The Session warmly welcomes the north-south joint 
statement based on the three principles of independence, 
peaceful reunification and great national unity and also 
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actively supports the detailed proposals of the DPRK 
Government of realizing broad and many-sided negotia- 
tions and achieving collaboration between the north and 
the south in all political, economic, cultural, military and 
diplomatic fields. 


Today when the north-south joint statement was 
published and dialogue is going on between the north and 
the south, the U.S. imperialists can no more find any 
pretext to interfere in the internal affairs of Korea. 


However the U.S. imperialists are making vicious 
manoeuvres to continue their occupation of South Korea, 
perpetuate the division of Korea and ignite a new war of 
aggression in Korea, and even scheming to bring the re- 
vived Japanese militarists into these manoeuvres. 


The South Korean authorities, under the instigation 
of U.S. imperialism, are violating the points of agreement 
of the north-south joint statement and stamping out de- 
mocratic freedom and brutally suppressing the patriotic 
personages who demand the peaceful reunification in 
South Korea while clamouring about the «confrontation» 
and «cultivation of strength», and reinforcing the armed 
forces and hastening war preparations. 


The Session scathingly condemns the criminal ma- 
noeuvres of U.S. imperialism and the South Korean autho- 
rities as a challenge to the Korean people and the pro- 
gressive peoples of the world and Asia. 


The Session strongly demands that the U.S. imperial- 
ists must stop at once their sinister plots to perpetuate 
the division of Korea and ignite a new war of aggres- 
sion in Korea, and immediately withdraw from South 
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Korea taking along with them their aggression troops 
and lethal weapons. 


The Session strongly demands the South Korean au- 
thorities to immediately stop in their way to «division» and 
«confrontation» following actively U.S. imperialism’s ag- 
gression manoeuvres and to take practical measures for 
fulfilling the points of agreement of the north-south joint 
statement which they solemnly pledged before the nation 
and the world public opinion. 


Asserting that the United Nations should create the 
favourable conditions for the Korean people’s struggle to 
reunify the country independently, peacefully on the prin- 
ciples of national self-determination, the Session strongly 
demands that the United Nations must take immediate 
measures for withdrawing the U.S. troops occupying South 
Korea under the signboard of the United Nations, and 
dissolving the «United Nations Commission for the Uni- 
fication and Rehabilitation of Korea». 


The Session appeals to all member organizations and 
the world progressive peoples to wage a large-scale solida- 
rity movement, on many occasions including the month 
of the anti-U.S. joint struggle (June 25—July 27), to ex- 
tend their support to the Korean people’s struggle for 
withdrawing the U.S. imperialist aggression from South 
Korea, for dissolving the «United Nations Commission for 
the Unification and Rehabilitation of Korea» and for the 
independent peaceful reunification of the country. 


It is affirmed that the Afro-Asian Peoples Solidarity 
Organization will in future too, continue to extend full 
support to and firm solidarity with the Korean people in 
their struggle for the country’s reunification. 
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RESOLUTION AGAINST IMPERIALIST MILITARY 
BASES AND ON COLLECTIVE SECURITY IN ASIA 


The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization, held between the 24th 
and 27th of February, 1973, in Aden, capital of the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen, records that, the 
continent of Asia has been the scene of the most intense 
conflicts, wars and aggressicns ever since the Second 
World War as a result of continued imperialist interven- 
tion. Neo-colonialism and militarism, establishment of im- 
perialist military bases and embroiling formally indepen- 
dent states in imperialist military pacts, these have been 
the imperialists’ method of undermining the independence 
of the countries of Asia and to make one Asian state 
fight another. 


The ANZUS, SEATO, CENTO and Japan-U.S. Secu- 
rity Treaty and several other bilateral military agreements 
were concluded which were later invoked for conducti»g 
imperialist interventions and aggressions. 


Although U.S. imperialism has suffered a major de- 
feat at the hands of the peoples of Indochina, the situa- 
tion in South-East Asia can in no way be considered 
normal with all the U.S. weapons and equipment of war 
merely being transferred from Indochina to Thailand, 
Philippines and Okinawa, and the U.S. Seventh Fleet stay- 
ing on in the area with all its force and even expanding 
its area of operation. 


Asia is still the scene of direct confrontation with 
imperialism where along with the military effort neo- 
colonialism is making its most concentrated bid for the 
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exploitation of the area for its raw material and parti- 
cularly its cheap labour. 

A chain of U.S. imperialist military bases exists from 
Bahrein in the Arab Gulf to the Philippines, Guyana and 
Okinawa in the Pacific linked by the island bases in Diezo 
Garcia and the Seychelles in the Indian Ocean. 

Britain still retains enormous military bases and posi- 
tions in the region of Oman and the Arab Gulf despite 
its claims of withdrawal from this area. Most important 
of these bases, are Masirah and Salaleh which are used 
by Britain for launching their daily offensives against 
the revolutionaries of the People’s Front for the Libera- 
tion of Oman and the Arab Gulf. 

Masirah base is an Anglo-American base and con- 
stitutes a liaison link with the U.S. and British bases in 
Fast Asia. 

Imperialist plans to continue its military presence in 
Asia and the Indian Ocean area in the name of filling 
the vacuum or any other excuses have been firmly oppos- 
ed by more and more governments and public circles in 
Asia. It is realized that in the face of the renewed im- 
perialist offensive what is required is the struggle for 
closer unity and collaboration between all patriotic, de- 
mocratic, anti-imperialist forces both within each indivi- 
dual country as well as on the regional level. 


Unity and cooperation among the peace-loving States 
on the basis of non-interference, mutual respect for each 
other’s sovereignty and territorial integrity, for develop- 
ing mutually beneficial economic relations at the same 
time taking advantage of the help and assistance for rapid 
economic development offered by the socialist wor'd : this 
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is the way by which the Asian States will be able to en- 
sure peace and stability in the region, resist the imperialist 
pressures, and strengthen their sovereignty and economic 
independence. 


The only real alternative to military blocs and group- 
ings and imperialist attempts at setting Asian peoples at 
loggerheads and dividing Asia, would be a system of col- 
lective security that would ensure peace and cooperation 
and would bring all the independent states of the region 
together. 


Just as in Europe where as a result of the change in 
the balance of power the old imperialist policy of cold war 
and confrontation cculd be defeated giving way to pros- 
pects of stable peace and cooperation, in Asia too the 
prospects of creating conditions for collective security and 
cooperation are most favourable today following the vic- 
tory in Vietnam. 


The Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organization and 
its national committees must take the lead in creating a 
broad public opinion and mobilizing the masses for the 
liquidation of imperialist military bases and the with- 
drawal of foreign troops from the territory of Asian 
States and for solving such problems as the liquidation of 
regional conflicts and the settlement of border disputes 
thus laying the basis for collective security. 


RESOLUTION ON THE SITUATION IN 
THE INDIAN SUBCONTINENT 


The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian Peo- 
ples’ Solidarity Organization expresses its profound satis- 
faction at the signing of the historic Simla Agreement 
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between India and Pakistan marking the end of the long 
confrontation between the two countries. By stressing the 
need to avoid confrontation and to settle all their pro- 
blems through peaceful means and only through bilateral 
discussions, the Agreement puts an end to an unfortunate 
legacy of twenty-five years during which imperialist and 
neo-colonialist powers sought to embroil India and Pakis- 
tan in several conflicts and confrontations and never 
allowing the two countries to live in peace. 


The subsequent accord reached recently between the 
two countries on a line of demarcation over disputed ter- 
ritory and the mutual withdrawal of troops and return 
of cccupied territories in implementation of the Agree- 
ment, in spite of some delay, is a mark of the success of 
the historic Agreement and that a new beginning has been 
made. 

The victory of the people of Bangladesh against op- 
pression and for self-determination and the subsequent 
reiteration by the new state of its strong opposition to any 
imperialist military alliance and its support for a policy 
of peace and anti-imperialism, reaffirmed the setback of 
imperialism in the region. 

The Executive Committee also expresses its satisfac- 
tion at the accords of peace and friendship signed between 
India and Bangladesh on the one hand and these between 
the U.S.S.R. and India and the U.S.S.R. and Bangladesh 
on the other on the basis of mutual respect, non-inter- 
ference and cooperation. These accords which bear no 
direction against other countries have set out a model 
of good relations between Asian states. 


The Executive Committee welcomes the advance of 
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democratic and anti-imperialist forces in Pakistan, its 
formal withdrawal from the SEATO, opening of diploma- 
tic relations with Democratic Republic of Vietnam and 
the People’s Democratic Republic of Korea and other 
signs of consolidation. With the Pakistan President’s call 
for the recognition of the new realities in the subcon- 
tinent and other moves towards normalization, the Exe- 
cutive Committee sincerely hopes that given the atmos- 
phere of goodwill generated by the Simla Agreement and 
its implementation, all the outstanding problems between 
the countries of the sub-continent will soon be resolved 
peacefully and an era of peace, good neighbourliness and 
cooperation will open up bringing the full weight of the 
multi-million strong peoples of these countries to play 
a still greater role in the common struggle against im- 
perialism and neo-colonialism. 


RESOLUTION ON CYPRUS 


The 12th Executive Committee Session reaffirms all 
its previous resolutions on Cyprus. 


It notes with satisfaction the recent victory of the 
progressive forces in frustrating the efforts to disrupt the 
internal front by violence and the prevalence of the de- 
mocratic procedures through which the people of Cyprus 
endorsed President Makarios to continue at the head of 
the national patriotic forces the struggle against any ef- 
forts to turn Cyprus into a collective colony affiliated to 
NATO. 

It notes with concern that the imperialist machina- 
tions continue and the danger of foreign intervention under 
the pretext of a fictitious internal anomaly still exists. 
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It stresses that the source of anomaly lies in the 
denial to the people of Cyprus the right to decide by them- 
selves their status and their future. 


The 12th Executive Committee Session condemns any 
attempts at foreign interventicn cr threat and supports 
that any solution must result from the freely expressed 
will of the people of Cyprus, according to the interna- 
tionally accepted democratic principles. 


It expresses fuli support for the people of Cyprus 
for complete elimination of the British military bases and 
any foreign military presence. 


It concludes that the people of Cyprus alone have 
the right to determine their destiny and their future.

Israel’s continued aggression against the Arab coun- 
tries is a source of serious concern to the peoples of Africa 
and Asia as well as a threat to the peace and security of 
the world as a whole. 


The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian Peo- 
ples’ Solidarity Organization, held between the 24th and 
27th of February 1973, in Aden, capital of the Peopie’s 
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Democratic Republic of Yemen; therefore calls on all 
peoples, in the vanguard of which are the peoples of Asia, 
Africa and all the progressive forces, to further their sup- 
vort for and struggle with the Arab peoples in their fight 
to liquidate the Israeli aggression and achieve their free- 
dom, independence and progress. 


Israel’s intransigence and its constant obstruction of 
all the peaceful initiatives taken by the Arabs has caused 
the political issue to reach a deadlock with the result 
that the mission of the U.N. Secretary General envoy 
for the execution of the Security Council resolution No. 
242 came to a halt. 


The 12th Session of the Executive Committee con- 
siders that in adopting a policy which escalates tension 
in the Middle East, the Israeli ruling authorities rely on 
the support of the U.S.A. which incessantly encourages 
Israel’s aggressive policy against the Arab ccuntries ren- 
dering the Israeli invaders tremendous support as well as 
financial, political and military assistance. It is this sup- 
port which enables Israel to make light of and ignore 
all the resolutions adopted by the U.N. and all inter- 
national organizations and to insist on annexing the ter- 
ritories occupied in Egypt, Syria and Jordan. 


The Executive Committee calls on all the militant 
peoples of Asia and Africa as well as all the progres- 
sive forces in the world to support the struggle of the 
valiant people of Palestine for the recovery of their na- 
tional rights and to protect’ the movement of the Pales- 
tine resistance against the attempts at suppressing it by 
the Jordanian reaction. 
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AAPSO deems it necessary to note that the unity of 
the Arab national liberation movement is a decisive factor 
for the success of the struggle against Isracl’s criminal 
aggression as Well as against all imperialist, Zionist and 
reactionary plots in the Middle East. 


In their struggle for national liberation, the Arab 
peoples rely on the common principles they share with 
and the all-round support they receive from the socialist 
countries with the Soviet Union at the forefront for the 
sake of holding out against the Israeli aggression and sup- 
pressing imperialism in this part of the world. 


Thanks to their steadfastness and dependence on the 
friendly and peace-loving forces as well as on the social- 
ist countries, the Arab peoples have been able to retain 
their revolutionary gains in spite of the circumstances 
of incessant Israeli aggression. 


The Executive Committee vigorously condemns all the 
Israeli attacks against Syria and Lebanon which have 
caused the death of a large number of defenceless citizens 
and which are considered a flagrant violation of all U.N. 
conventions and principles, and it appeals to all forces 
to stand by the side of the Arab people in Lebanon and 
Syria to put an end to these aggressions. 


The Executive Committee pays tribute to the Arab 
peoples of Syria, Egypt and Lebanon in their steadfast- 
ness against the escalated Israeli aggression, and with- 
standing the imperialist and Zionist schemes and pressures 
which seek to impose partial and defeatist solutions on 
the area. 
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The Executive Committee draws attention to the in- 
creasing Israeli activity south of the Red Sea with the 
aim of realizing Zionist ambition in the Arab area and 
of infiltrating the African continent, a situation whose 
danger to their economy, the leaders of the continent have 
begun to realize. The Executive Committee while hailing 
the attitude of these countries calls on the rest of the 
African countries which maintain relations with Israel to 
adopt such attitude as to protect the African continent 
against colonialism and Israeli infiltration. 


The Executive Committee condemns the criminal and 
atrocious act perpetrated by. Israel against the Libyan 
civil aircraft, killing scores of innocent victims... This 
incident is considered a flagrant defiance of all human 
feelings and a clear violation of all accepted international 
conventions and principles. 


The Executive Committee appeals to all the masses 
of the Arab Nation, and its honest national forces, to 
mobilize all their energies and potentialities to launch 
a national battle of destiny against the Israeli occupa- 
tion backed by colonialism and imperialism and calls for 
the unification of the resistance action and the opening 
of all Arab territories before the Palestinian revolution. 


RESOLUTION ON THE STRUGGLE OF 
THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE 


The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization, held between the 24th 
and 27th of February 1973, in Aden, capital of the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen, taking into consi- 
deration, the escalation of the Zionist imperialist aggres- 
sion against the people of Paléstine, a matter which

directly menaces the existence and entity of the Pales- 
tinian people ; 


Taking into consideration the Israeli practices design- 
ed to change the character of the occupied territories 
and the operations of physical liquidation, detention and 
imprisonment of Palestinian militants, practices which run 
counter to the most elementary principles of international 
law and established norms ; 


Taking into consideration, the heroic struggle of the 
Palestinian people and their constant steadfastness in the 
face of the imperialist conspiracies hatched by the U.S.A. 
and executed by the reactionary agents in Jordan and by 
the Zionist enemy in occupied Palestine for the liquida- 
tion of the Palentinian resistance ; 


Therefore, the Executive Committee decides the fol- 
lowing : 


1. The question of Palestine is not and has never 
been a question of refugees. It is basically a pro- 
blem of a people forcibly deprived by a settler 
colonialist minority of its fundamental rights. The 
Executive Committee affirms the necessity of 
restituting these inalienable rights, foremost 
among which, the Palestinian people’s right to 
self-determination on its homeland. 


2. Israel constitutes a U.S. imperialist base in the 
heart of the Arab region established for the pur- 
pose of frustrating and hindering the aspirations 
of the Arab nation for unity, freedom and pro- 
gress, and plundering its resources. 
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It is further an imperialist base meant for infil- 
tration into and domination over. Asia and Africa. 


. The Palestinian revolution is an integral part of 


the Arab and world liberation movement. It posi- 
tively .and effectively contributes to the struggle 
of the Arab people against Zionism and world im- 
perialism. Therefore, it is the militant duty of all 
the Arab peoples and the forces of liberation and 
progress, the world over, to consolidate material- 
ly and morally the Palestinian revolution. 


. To demand all Arab states to open their borders 


for the Palestinian revolution so as to accomplish 
its role against the Israeli enemy. 


. To demand that Jordan halt all police chasings 


and executions, and release all militants subject 
to most heinous forms of persecution and torture. 


. To demand all honest and progressive forces, 


foremost among which, the Afro-Asian Solidarity 
Committees to wage a campaign to release around 
sixteen thousand Palestinian detainees held in 
Israeli jails wherein they are subject to torture 
and physical liquidation. 


. To condemn all measures carried out by Israel 


with a view to changing the character of the oc- 
cupied territories such as the demolition of houses, 
establishment of kibboutzim, deportation of citi- 
zens and the change of the character of Jerusalem, 
a flagrant violation of International Law. 


. The Palestine Liberation Organization with its 


National Council and Executive Committee, is the 


only representative of the Palestinian Arab people, 
which incarnates their will and expresses their 
aspirations, and thus is entitled to speak in their 
name. 
The Palestinian cause cannot be settled in the ab- 
sence of the Palestinian people and their genuine 
representatives. 

9. To reaffirm all resolutions and recommendations 
adopted by all meetings and gatherings of the 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organization. 


RESOLUTION ON OMAN, THE ARAB GULF 
AND THE ARAB PENINSULA 


The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization, held between the 24th 
and 27th of February, 1973, in Aden, capital of the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen, having heen ac- 
quainted with the political conditions prevailing in Oman 
and the Arab Gulf : 

1. Supports the heroic armed struggle which has 
been waged, since 9th June 1965, in Oman and 
the Arab Gulf, under the leadership of the People’s 
Front for the Liberation of Oman and the Arab 
Gulf, against British imperialists and their local 
agents. It also supports the current steps aimed 
at the unification of patriotic and democratic for- 
ces in Oman and the Arab Gulf through the estab- 
lishment of a solid, united militant front. 


2. It reiterates its vehement denunciation of and in- 
dignation at the Jordanian and Iranian military 
intervention against the armed people’s revolution 
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in Oman and the Arab Gulf, and calls upon all 
progressive and peace-loving forces the world 
Over, to express their denunciation cf this inter- 
vention. 


. It affirms its strong denunciation of the mass 


arrests that were lately carried out in Oman and 
the United Arab Emirates against all national 
forces and demands either their release or put- 
ting them to fair trials. It further requests inter- 
national forums to despatch fact-finding missions 
to investigate the conditions of political detainees 
there. 


. It calls upon all national and progressive forces 


and the forces standing for the peoples’ libera- 
tion and social progress to extend continued and 
effective assistance to the armed revolution in 
Oman and the Arab Gulf. It alerts against the 
increasing imperialist reactionary plots against 
this revolution, which calls in turn for mounting 
support from the friends and allies of this revolu- 
tion. 


. It demands the withdrawal of Iranian military 


troops from the three Arab Islands in the Arab 
Gulf, and considers the occupation of these islands 
as in contradiction of all international norms and 
conventions. It further denounces the establish- 
ment of military bases and pacts in the area. 


. It demands the liquidation of all imperialist mili- 


tary bases in the Arab Peninsula and the Arab 
Gulf, as well as the elimination of all imperialist 
oil monopolies which endanger peace and security 
in the entire Arab area. 


7. It calls for the promotion of the bonds of friend- 
ship and fraternity between ithe Arab and Iranian 
peoples, and the unmasking of imperialist and 
reactionary conspiracies aimed at undermining 
this. relationship. 


8. It condemns all acts by the reactionary and im- 
perialist forces to persecute citizens, strangle 
public freedom and effect physical liquidation of 
patriots, and it demands the immediate release 
of all prisoners held in the jails of Saudi reaction 
and other parts of the Arab Gulf. 


RESOLUTION CONCERNING IRAQ 


The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization, held between the 24th 
and 27th of February 1973, in Aden, capital of the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen : 

1. Reaffirms the solidarity of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organization with the people and gov- 
ernment of Iraq for the nationalization of Iraqi 
oil, in accordance with the unwavering principle 
adopted by these peoples and asserted by the 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organization, that 
all peoples should have the absolute right to dis- 
pose freely of their natural resources in confor- 
mity with the interests of their working masses. 


2. Decides that the 1st of June should be considered 
the Day of Solidarity with the people of Iraq on 
the nationalization of oil. 
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. Appeals to all Arab oil-producing countries to 


work for the success of the nationalization cam- 
paign in Iraq, and consider it a national struggle, 
which aims at using oil as a weapon in the fight 
against imperialism, Zionism, and for independent 
national development. 


Calls upon the oil-producing countries in the area, 
to contribute to the success of the nationalization 
campaign in Iraq, in the fields of pumping and 
marketing and particularly by abstaining from in- 
creasing the output of oil in their countries at 
the expense of nationalization in Iraq. 


. Draws attention to the fact that Iraq is exposed 


to the dangers of conspiracies hatched by impe- 
rialists in collusion with local reaction, and with 
the reactionary government of Iran, since Iraq 
has become the principal target of imperialist and 
reactionary schemes. 


. Appreciates all the national efforts exerted at the 


present time in Iraq, in order to reinforce na- 
tional unity and to establish the progressive front 
composed of all parties and all national and pa- 
triotic forces in Iraq. 


RESOLUTION ON MOROCCO 


The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization, held between the 24th 
and 27th of February 1973, in Aden, capital of the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen : 


Having studied the situation in Morocco, expresses 
its utmost concern over and denunciation of the inten- 
sified operations of wide-scale suppression and liquida- 
tion directed against the progressive and national orga- 
nizations and personalities. 


The Executive Committee believes that the disen- 
gagement of Morocco from the crises in which it is in- 
volved will not be realized through summary trials, execu- 
tions, repression of peasants, workers and progressive 
opponents, dispatch of explosive parcels to Moroccan op- 
position leaders, but rather through concession tc the 
terms of the popular forces and their just demands based 
cn democracy, respect of basic liberties and rights of 
citizens and through putting an end to all police measures 
of terror. 


The Executive Committee supports the struggle of 
the Moroccan people for the liberation -of Spanish-held 
territories, considering that this struggle is a legitimate 
right and sacred duty that cannot be overlooked or con- 
ceded. 


The Executive Committee views with deep concern 
the presence of the U.S. military bases in Morocco and 
the role played by such bases in the interest of impe- 
rialism, its allies and agents. It considers the presence of 
the bases in the North West of Africa a threat that jeo- 
pardises the Moroccan people as well as the neighbouring

peoples. It declares its support for the struggle of the 
progressive and national Moroccan organizations for the 
liquidation of such bases and the evacuation of their 


troops from Morocco. 


RESOLUTION ON YEMEN AND THE PROGRESSIVE

Hails the revolution and the progressive regime in 
the People’s Democratic Republic of Yemen under the 
leadrship of the Political Organization the National 
Front, the democratic and patriotic forces in Yemen, and 
hails the steadfast and revolutionary spirit of the people 
of Democratic Yemen in the face of all the imperialist and 
reactionary plots, schemed by the U.S. as well as Saudi 
reaction. This conspiracy consists in operations of mili- 
tary subversion and economic blockade, as well as pro- 
paganda campaigns which distort the measures and trans- 
formations for the realization of which the broad masses 


of the people are struggling. 


The Peopie’s Democratic Republic of Yemen while 
carrying out the tasks of the democratic and national 
revolution withiv the socialist context as defined by the 
programme approved by the 5th General Congress of the 
Political Organization, the National Front, is waging 2 
valiant battle for the sake of safeguarding its revolu- 
tionary gains as well as its progressive, democratic and 


national regime. 
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It is also struggling for social progress, to raise the 
standard of the pecple and liquidate the legacy bequeath- 
ed by colonialism, striving towards the achievement of 
the unity of the Yemeni people, both north and south,,. 
within a progressive and democratic context which would 
serve the progress and development of the broad masses 
of the Yemeni people under a unified and democratic 
Yemen. 


The Executive Committee expresses its full  soli- 
darity and support for the People’s Democratic Republic 
of Yemen and vigorously denounces and condemns all the 
conspiracies, acts of sabotage and interference conducted 
by Saudi reaction which forms part of the U.S. imperial- 
ist schemes. 


The Executive Committee also denounces and con- 
demns the provocation and attacks perpetrated by British 
aircraft and warships against the eastern borders of the 
People’s Democratic Kepublic of Yemen and calls for the 
liquidation of all foreign bases in the Gulf area and in 
the Arab Peninsula which threaten the peace and secu- 
rity of the peoples of this area. 


The Executive Committee of AAPSO denounces and 
stigmatizes the continuous interference in the interna! 
affairs of Yemen, by the government of Saudi Arabia 
and world imperialism headed by the U.S. with the pur- 
pose of dragging it into a civil war. 


The Executive Committee calls on the Arab Republic 
of Yemen to ensure freedom, and to allow the national 
and democratic forces there to exercise their political ac- 
tivities as a means to ensure the implementation of the 
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agreement on unity signed Letween both parts of Yemen 
on sound bases thus ensuring the interest of the Yemeni 
pedple in accordance with the provisions of the Cairo 
Agreement and the Tripoli Declaration. 


The Executive Committee urges the government of 
the Arab Republic of Yemen to release all political de- 
tainees, to stop police chasings and barbaric individual 
and mass executions, so that the forces of the Yemen 
people may be able to participate in making the future 
and unity of Yemen. 


The Executive Committee also denounces and con- 
demns the Israeli infiltration of the southern gateways 
of the Red Sea, which is considered a grave threat to 
peace in this area and a danger directed against the pro- 
gressive regimes bordering this sea.

HAVING CONSIDERED the problems of the national 
liberation movements on the African continent, notes 
with satisfaction the great success achieved in the strug- 
gle against colonialism and neo-colonialism, racialism 
apartheid and Zionism and, 


CALLS UPON all progressive and democratic orga- 
nizations of the world to hold an International Week of 
Solidarity with the peoples struggling against colonialism 
and racism starting on May 2oth. 


The Afro-Asian Pecples’ Solidarity Organization 
whole-heartedly. welcomes the achievements of the Afri- 
can independent states in the sphere of strengthening the 
economy, progressive reconstruction of public life, de- 
fending their national independence and sovereignty. 


On the eve of the 10th Anniversary of the creation 
of the Organization of African Unity we note the streng- 
therning of the African peoples’ unity of action for com- 
plete liberation of the Continent and express our convic- 
tion that no attempts of colonialists and racialists re- 
sorting to new schemes can stop the will of the African 
peoples. The imperialists are trying to isolate the national 
liberation movements from the independent countries, to 
deprive them of the African peoples’ support. However, 
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the last provocations by the Rhodesian authorities on 
the Zambian border have clearly demonstrated the grow- 
ing unity of the peoples of Africa. Independent Africa 
has resolutely declared its readiness to help Zambia both 
in economic and military spheres. The criminal murder 
of the most eminent figures in the national liberation 
struggle in Africa has aroused strong protest from the 
world anti-imperialist forces and closed the ranks of the 
Afriean fighters. The strengthening of unity of the Con- 
tinent’s peoples is a decisive factor in the struggle 
against imperialism, colonialism and racialism. 


The participants in the 12th Sessicn of AAPSO Exe- 
cutive Committee note that both political vigilance and 
organization of the popular masses and Africa’s indepen- 
dent countries are needed for putting up resistance to im- 
perialist attacks and manoeuvres. 


The AAPSO Executive Committee expresses its soli- 
darity with the peoples of the countries directly bordering 
the Portuguese colonies and the racist South Africa, 
especially with the Guinea Republic, Tanzania, Zambia, 
Congo (Braz.), Zaire, Senegal and Gambia which are the 
advance-posts of the struggle for complete and final 
liberation of the continent ; denounces and condemns the 
criminal actions undertaken by the Rhodesian racialist 
regime against Zambia. Since these countries had suffer- 
ed because of their principled stand in support of the Af- 
rican liberation movements, AAPSO calls for increased 
support to the liberation movements to achieve their goals 
of freedom and concrete support to the people of the 
menaced border countries. 


The AAPSO Executive Committee deplores the fact 
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that part of the African continent is still occupied by 
the Zionist aggressors and Israeli military troops encour- 
aged by American imperialism, despite all the U.N. re- 
solutions and contrary to world public opinion. 


Confronted with the ever-growing strength of the 
liberation movements and the progressive forces in Africa, 
imperialists have become more aggressive and vicious in 
their attempts to liquidate the liberation movement and 
regain the lost territories and influence. It is therefore 
important more than ever before that the progressive 
forces should eliminate the contradictions which divide 
and weaken them. These contradictions consequently en- 
courage imperialists onslaught and retard the struggle of 
the militant forces in Africa and Asia. These progressive 
forces should close their ranks and consolidate their unity 
for the common objective of intensifying our common 
struggle. This will then provide favourable conditions for 
increased solidarity and support to the liberation and pro- 
gressive forces facing oppression and aggression. Only 
the joint actions by liberation movements, the socialist 
countries and progressive governments in the third world, 
combined with world-wide mass action have been abte to 
withhold imperialists from gaining world domination. 
These forces need to be consolidated in order to finally 
destroy imperialism. 


WE CALL UPON the naticnal member organisations 
of the AAPSO to mulitply their efforts to expose and 
condemn the policy of cooperation between the Western 
countries with the regimes in Portugal, South Africa and 
Rhodesia. We condemn those African governments still 
entertaining ideas of a dialogue with Rhodesia, Portugal 
and South Africa. In this respect we hail the victories 
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scored by the progressive forces in Madagascar which 
have led to a complete reversal of the policy of appease- 
ment to the South African racists and which promise 
radical social changes within the country.

and complete liquidation of colonialism and racialism is 
the most important task of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Soli- 
darity Organization, the Executive Committee :

the leadership of MPLA, PAIGC and FRELIMO 
have led the peoples of Angola, Guinea Bissau 
and Cape Verde and of Mozambique to these 
achievements.

cognizing the MPLA, PAIGC and FRELIMO as 
the legitimate and sole representatives of their 
peoples and granting them observer status. We 
also welcorne the U.N. recommendation to all mem- 
ber states and U.N. specialised agencies to deal 
directly with these movements in all problems 
concerning their own territories.

The Afro-Asian Peoples Solidarity movement which 
is an integral part of the joint struggle of the peoples of 
the world for national and socia) liberation, for peace 
and general security have always considered the struggle 
of the Latin American ‘peoples as complementary to their 
own struggles and ever since its inception has striven to 
render support to and maintain close relations with the 
struggles of the Latin American peoples. It was in pur- 
suance of the same principles that the AAPSO had taken 
a leading part in the initiative for the holding of the 
Tricontinental Conference held in Havana in 1966. 


Today the struggle of the peoples of Latin America 
has entered a new stage, demanding the support of all 
peoples of the world. Imperialist monopolies, directly sup- 
ported by the governments of the leading Western powers 
by creating closed .economic-political groupings, ensure 
maximum profits for themselves, obstructing the develop- 
ment of equal co-operation between peoples.

The Congress thus 
will be the greatest ever joint demonstration of all world 
forces. 


The 12th Executive Committee calls on all AAPSO 
national committees to prepare for adequately participat- 
ing in the Congress in their respective countries on the 
broadest basis by holding regional and national prepara- 
tory conferences and taking other necessary steps.

The 12th Executive Committee of the Afro-Asian

CONSIDERS that the present stage of the fight of 
Afro-Asian peoples requires that studied, constant and 
concentrated efforts be made in order to consolidate 
AAPSO in the field of organization and give it an in- 
crease of power and firmness so that its efficiency, ascer- 
tained during the fifteen years of its existence, may still 
be increased and be raised to the level of the ever-increas- 
ing’ intensity of our peoples’ struggle. 


EXPRESSES its warm congratulations to all AAPSO 
members on this outstanding cccasion of its Fifteenth 
Anniversary as well as its great pride and deep apprecia- 
tion for the messages from Heads of States, or govern- 
ments, of Organisations and institutions receivea by the 
Secretariat on this occasion.

b) The Executive Committee considers that this dense 
programme is a remarkable indication of the vita- 
lity of AAPSO. It confirms the importance of the 
positive participation of AAPSO in these impor- 
tant Conferences as well as the importance of its 
initiative towards holding and organizing the Con- 
ferences and Meetings enumerated in this pro- 
gramme. 


II. Concerning the promotion of contacts between the 
Permanent Secretariat and the Solidarity Commit- 
tees : 


The Executive Committee affirms the necessity of 
undertaking a studied and systematic campaign for the 
promotion of contacts between the Permanent Secretariat 
and Afro-Asian Solidarity Committees on the one hand, 
and among the Solidarity Committees themselves on the 
other hand. This should be achieved especially through 
visits, tours of action and exchange of invitations to the 
Headquarters of the Permanent Secretariat and to the 
Afro-Asian capitals. 


In this connection, the Executive Committee strongly 
recommends that the Committees and Organizations affi- 
liated to AAPSO send to the Permanent Secretariat the 
news of their activities and initiatives in a regular way 
and step by step so that the Permanent Secretariat may 
assume its own role by contacting the Committees and 
Organisations which are members of AAPSO, as the 
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Secretariat is tc be the link and channel of mutual con- 
tacts among the forces of liberation and solidarity in Afro- 
Asian countries. 


Ill. Consolidation of contacts between AAPSO and Inter- 
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national Organizations standing against imperialism 


and colonialism :

The Executive Committee stresses the fact that 
these contacts have become closer in the recent 
period. It considers that this development is a 
healthy trend compatible with the objective cir- 
cumstances of the increased solidarity and unity 
among the forces forming the world front which 
stands against imperialism, colonialism and rac- 
ism and which is constituted by the following 
major sectors : 


— The National Liberation Movements in Africa 
and Asia. 


— Socialist forces and_ socialist countries 
throughout the world. 


— Democratic forees and forces of the interna- 
tional working class. 


The Executive Committee recommends a deepen- 
ing of this trend in order to confirm the positive 
contribution of the forces represented within 
AAPSO to the world struggle against imperial- 
ism, colonialism and racism. 


The Executive Committee considers it necessary 
to tighten the relations between AAPSO and U.N. 
and its specialised agencies for the sake of com- 


bating colonialism and racism, and with the OAU 
and the WPC in particular. 


4. The Executive Committee acknowledges the clear 
positiveness embodied by the initiatives of the 
solidarity and friendship committees of the so- 
cialist countries in support to the activities and 
aims of AAPSO. 


IV. Concerning the consolidation of relations between 
AAPSO and the Tri-continental Organization : 


The Executive Committee affirms the necessity to 
make continuous efforts towards the tightening of mutual 
cooperation between AAPSO and the Tri-continental Or- 
ganization for a coordination of the action of both bodies 
in the field of world struggle for liberation, through the 
exchange of experience, delegations, visits, publications 
and various documents and by the other means which are 
likely to improve the coordination of activities of both 
organisations and ensure solidarity among the revolu- 
tionary and the anti-imperialist forces of Africa, Asia 
and Latin America. 


V. Concerning the observance of Days and Occasions of 
Solidarity : 


1. The Executive Committee affirms the necessity of 
raising the level of participation in these celebra- 
tions on the part of the member committees and 
organizations. It also affirms the necessity to 
prepare such celebrations, in accordance with the 
list enclosed in the documents of the Permanent 
Secretariat, sufficiently in advance and within the

frame of the world campaign led against im- 
perialism and supporting the national liberation 
forces of Asia and Africa. 


2. The Committee decides that AAPSO shall observe 
a week of international solidarity with the people 
of Vietnam from 22-28 March, 1973 for the sake 
of achieving the following aims:

VI. Publicity and Publications : 


1. The Executive Committee adopts the programme

Secretary General’s report. It considers this ac- 
tivity as one of the most important among the 
Secretariat’s. It accordingly stresses the import- 
ance of the issuing of the bi-monthly bulletin of 
the Permanent Secretariat which has started be- 
ing prepared on a regular basis. 


Affirms the necessity of expanding the network 
of communications through this bulletin between 
the Permanent Secretariat and the largest pos- 
sible number of bodies, committees and indivi- 
duals on the African, Asian and universal levels. 
It points out in this connection the importance of 
reaching by this bulletin, the sectors of world 
opinion which take special interests in the 
causes of Africa and Asia among the masses of 
European and American countries, so that the 
voice of the liberation movement in Africa and 
Asia may reach the world public opinion and win 
it. 

The Executive Committee strongly recommends 
to the Permanent Secretariat to pursue its care 
for the issuing of the bulletin of AAPSO on 2 
high level. In this connection the Executive Com- 
mittee requests the Permanent Secretariat to 
study the possibility of giving the board of editors 
of the magazine the suitable competence for the 
achievement of this aim. 


The Executive Committee recommends the crea- 
tion of the Afro-Asian Research and Information 
Centre. 
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5. The Executive Committee recommends the crea- 
tion of a reference library and in this connection 
addresses an urgent appeal to the committees and 
bodies affiliated to AAPSO and to all friendly 
organizaticns asking them to supply the Secre- 
tariat, regularly, with their magazines and publi- 
cations. 


6. In this connection the Executive Committee re- 
commends the issuing of a series of booklets on 
the major problems and the liberation and deve- 
lopment movements in Africa and Asia.

The First International Preparatory Meeting for the 
«International Conference in Support of Zimbabwe Peo- 
ple’s Struggle for Freedom and Independence» met in 
Aden, capital of the Pecple’s Democratic Republic of Ye- 
men on 27th February, 1973 and adopted the following 
yesolution : 


1. Due to the progress of the armed revolutionary 
struggle in Zimbabwe in its qualitative stage, the 
First International Preparatory Meeting further 
reiterates that the Zimbabwe struggle is organic- 
ally linked to the struggles of Africa, Asia and 
Latin-Aimerica against colonial oppression, econo- 
mic exploitation and cultural subjugation. 


2. Due to the intensification of the peoples’ revolu- 
tionary activities, the Smith regime is retaliating 
with the introduction or strengthening of more 
oppressive laws such as communal or «collective 
punishment», detenticns, restrictions, tortures and 
murders of thousands of Africans inside Zim- 
babwe, which are part of the escalating colonial 
activities by the settler minority against the Zim- 
babwe people. 


3. While the international community has attempted 
to evolve an honest policy intended to solve the 
Zimbabwe problem, Britain has frustrated these 
attempts by pretence and intrigue with the pur- 
pose of protecting and entrenching the agent set- 
tler minority regime. 
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4. This First International Preparatory Meeting calls 
for the recognition of the armed struggle as the 
only weapon chosen by the people of Zimbabwe 
as the solution to their struggle for independence 
and freedom, and, appeals to the international, 
national progressive and other democratic for- 
ces, as well as governments to make the Zimbabwe 
International Conference a historic success.

The 12th Session of AAPSO Executive Committee is 
drawing to a close. Our people in Democratic Yemen are
